Total Increase From Tax Re- 
turns From Counties and From 
Corporations Will Approxi- 
mate $40,947,437 --- Number 
of Dogs Given In to County 
Receivers 169,598. 


The total net increase in the tax 
returns from the 146 counties of the 
State of Georgia for 19810, as com- 
pared with the tax returns for 1909, 
reaches the é¢normous sum of $87,94T,- 
437, an increase unprecedented in the 
history of the state. 

The total] amount of tax returns 
made to .the 146 tax receivers this 
year is $642,285,645, as compared with 
$604,338.208 for 1909. 

The total increase 
which are made by corporations di- 
rect to the comptroller general, is 
conservatively estimated at $3,000,000. 
The exact figures cannot be obtained 
because the comptroller general has 
not received reports from all the rail- 
roads and other corporations which 
rnake their returns to his office. 

If to the increase in the returns 
from the counties is added the esti- 
mated increase in the tax returns of 
the corporations, the total increase for 
the year is $40,947,437. 

Grand Total of Tax Values. 

The total amount of tax ‘returns 
made by corporations in 1909 was 
$120,679,989. This year, according to 
estimate; it will go as high as $123,- 
679,989. So that the 1910 tax returns 
from the 146 counties reaches the 
grand total of $765,965,634.,

Demonstration in Honor 


of Candidate. 


Manager H. Y. McCord Gives 
Out Statement Claiming 110 
Counties at Least, and As- 
serting Fulton Is Certainly in 
the Smith Column. 


The campaign of Hon. Hoke Smith 
for election as governor will close 
with a speech by himself at Lawrence- 
ville, in Gwinnett county, on Monday 
and a demonstration in his honor on 
his return to the city Monday night 
at 7:45 o’clock. 

The managers at headquarters gave 
out statements yesterday affirming 
and reiterating their confident predic- 
tions of two weeks ago. 

At Smith headquarters the following 
telegram was received from Mr. Smith 
in Savanneh, giving his prediction of 
the outcome of the governor's race: 

“I will not lose more than five of 
the counties I carried before, and will 
carry more than half of the counties 
which went against me before. 

“HOKE SMITH. 

“Savannah, Ga., August 20, 1910.” 

Manager H. Y. McCord repeats his 
prophecy that Mr. Smith will carry at 
least 110 counties. 

“TIT want to repeat what I have al- 
ready stated, that my honest opinion 
is that Mr. Smith will carry at least 
110 counties and probably more,” said 
Mr. McCord. “We will carry Fulton 
county, without any question, by a 
g00d safe majority. 

“I want to say further, that our 
campaign has been clean from the be- 
ginning. We have sent out no dirty or 
slanderous literature. We have sent 
We have said nothing against Gov- 
what was substantiated by the rec- 
ords. Governor Brown's headquar- 
ters have sent out plate matter all 
over the country, claiming that his 
administration is responsible for 16- 
cent cotton. This is an appeal to the 
ignorant and ts acting as a boofner- 
ang and they are trying now to deny it.

2,259 Visiters Registered. 

It was stated at headquarters that 
2,259 visitors have regist@red since the 
rooms were opened on June 27. and 
that all visitors did not register.

ANSWERS SMUT 


“Autocracy Versus De- 


mocracy”’ the Issue. 


Governor Shows He Favored 
Passenger Rate Reduction; 
His Platform Called for End 
of Convict Lease, and He Had 
Nothing to Do With Dog Tax. 


Governor Joseph. M. Brown issued a 
statement yesterday replying to what 
he termed former Governor Smith's 
direct misrepresentations, in the course 
of which he again referred to his mi- 
nority report in favor of passenger 
rate reductions, printed in full in The 
Journal of June 8, 1907. 

He adverts to the platform on which 
he was elected governor, and shows 
that it contained the first declaration 
ever put into a democratic platform, 
calling for the ending of the convict 
lease system. 

He informs Mr. Smith that he\did not 
pass the dog tax, but that was 
passed by the Hoke Smith legisJature 
without any suggestion or ctation 
from him. He also referred Xo the at- 
tacks on himself because he was un- 
able to contribute to all the worthy 
objects which appealed to him. If a 
governor were forced to do this, he 
said, none but very rich Men could af- 
ford to be governer. 

Governer’s Statement. 

The governor reduces the issues of 
the present campaign to the plain one 
of “Autocracy vs. Democracy.” His 
statement follows: | 

“‘T regret to note that ex-Governor 
Smith, afraid to face the issue of his 
autocracy against Gemocracy, has seen 
fit within the past few days to divert 


“his time and talents to direct misrep- 


resentation of me. 

“In the first place, he contends that 
I voted againat all reductiona in pas-

Ex-Governor Greeted by 
Splendid Crowd. 


Audience Heartily Applauded 
the Candidate Throughout 
His Address --- Smith’s Utter- 
ances Greatly Encouraged 
His Chatham Supporters. 


Savannah, Ga., August 20.—(Spe-

‘ Smith Sapporters Encouraged. 

The address, its reception and the 
crowd greatly encouraged the Smith 


supporters here. : 

Mr. Smith was met at the depot by 
a Gelegation of friends and officers 
of the Hoke Smith Club and escorted 
to the DeSoto, preceded by a band.. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Colonel M. J. O'Leary, president of 
the Hoke Smith Club, who also intro- 
duced the speaker. 

Mr. Smith was in splendid humor, 
and declared that he would carry the 
state. rrespective of whether Cheatham 
county voted for him Or not. He said 
he would not lose five counties he 
carried before, and would carry half 
of those which had gone for Brown.

suing term of two vears. 
Claims of Candidates. 

On the eve of the eventful day, both 
Brown and Smith feel absolutely as- 
sured of victory. There is no doubt 
in either camp. Everybody at Brown 
headquarters knows Governor Brown 
is to be reélected. All the workers at*® 
Smith headquarters are sure Mr. Smith 
wil] win. ; 

Claims have been made of 226 coun- 
ties out of a possible 146. 

Manager J. R. Smith, of the Brown 
forces, says: 


“I repeat my prediction of two 
weeks ago: Governor Brown will 
not carry less than 126 counties. He 
is as pure to be reelected as the sun 
is to shine tomorrow.” 

Manager H. Y. McCord, 
Smith headquarters, says: 

“Mr. Smith will carry 110 counties. 
Iam not making any extravagant 
claims, and we will not give our hand 
away by naming specific counties we 
expect to carry. But the campaign is 
won.” | 

Before leaving the city, 
Smith himself said: 

“I feel more confident of victory 
than I did four years ago on the eve 
of the campaign. I will carry every 
county I carried two years ago with 
the possible exception of six, and [I 
will carry more than half of those Mr. 
Brown carried.” 

Campaignu a Short One. 

The campaign has been the shortest 
in the history of the state. 

Until two months ago, or June 23d, 
to be exact, it seemed that there 
would be no campaign this year. Gov- 
ernor Brown had served but twelve 
months in the office to which he had 
been elected. Former Governor Smith 
had declined several urgent overtures 
that he enter the race and retrieve his 
political fortunes by turning the ta- 
bles on those responsible for his de- 
feat two years ago.

Wednesday, June 22d. Governor Brown,

Every- 
body, it seemed, stood up and ap- 
plause rang out as the vote was put. 

The audience was composed largely 
of farmers. A number in the audience 
came from the cotton mills and shops 
of Gainesville.

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One of the other candidates for County Commissioner, Mr. Frank Wilby, 
in replying to. a card recently published by Mr. Sam C. Crane, showing him 
up as a man who had voluntarily taken the bankrupt law, taken a homestead 
on all of his property and pleaded usury against a just debt, has taken occasion 
to use this exposure of his methods to make a personal attack upon me with 
half a page of whining, maudlin, slanderous stuff, hoping thereby to divert 
the public attention from his own unfitness for office. 

He refers to having paid certain debts, but he does not claim that he 
ever paid any one of the debts that he got rid of with his homestead and bank- 
ruptcy proceeding. He takes occasion to refer to the fact that he is a poor 


_man, and that the funds for his campaign are furnished by his friends. No- 
body blames him for being a poor man, but it is the business methods which 
he has pursued in the management of his own affairs which unfit him to man- 
age the affairs of this county. 

So far as the. reference to the incident occurring between him and my 
partner, Mr. Thos. B. Felder, while I was out of the city, is concerned, a¢cord- 
ing to the information which I have received from the eye-witnesses of that 
affair, he deliberately misstates what occurred; the fact being that the meet- 
ing between him and Mr. Felder occurrred quite accidentally in the office of 
a gentleman. whose name had been published as one of Mr. Wilby’s strongest 
indorsers. But it is not necessary for me to make any further comment about 
that. Mr. Felder has shown that he is able to take care of himself in matters 
of this kind. : 

He then enters into his attack on me, using Wesley avenue as his subject. 
To those who are well acquainted with me, I am sure that it is entire un- 
necessary that I should make any reply to the malicious and false statements 
made by Mr. Wilby on this subject; but for the benefit of those citizens and 
voters of this county who might be misled thereby, I will make a brief’ state- 
ment of the facts. 

The original petition asking that this road be laid out as a public road 
was filed with the Board of County Commissioners at its regular monthly 
meeting on January 3, 1906, was made out in the form prescribed by law 
and signed by all the property-owners affected; and at that meeting® it was 
referred to the District Road Commissioners for report. On April 4, 1906, 
the report of the District Road Commissioners was received, in which they 
declared, under oath, that this road was of public utility, and should be de- 
clared to be a public road. At the same meeting, the advertisement required 
by law was ordered to be published. 3 

On June 6, 1906, the date fixed in the advertisement made in this case 
for objections to be filed, the Board of County Commissioners, at regular 
meeting, finding that no objection had been made to declaring this a public 
road, entered an order making it a public road of the county. The law, 
which is very strict, was complied with in all respects in this case. 

WHEN THESE ACTIONS WERE TAKEN BY THE BOARD OF 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF FULTON COUNTY, NEITHER MY 
WIFE NOR MYSELF OWNED ONE FOOT OF PROPERTY ALONG 
THE PROPOSED ROAD, NOR DID EITHER OF US DREAM THAT 
WE WOULD EVER OWN ANY PROPERTY ON IT. MRS. ANDER- 
SON BOUGHT THIS LAND,LONG AFTER THIS ACTION: WAS 
TAKEN BY THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. ; 

On October 2, 1907, a petition was filed with the Board of County Com- 
missioners requesting that Wesley avenue be graded and paved. This peti- 
tion was signed by some of the best citizens of the county, who subsequently 
brought to bear all the arguments at their command, going to show the public 
_ necessity for the opening of this road. Some of the citizens signing this pet- 
tion were Clark and Albert Howell, executors of the estate of Evan P. Howell, 
‘deceased; F. L. Seely, Walter P. Andrews, Jno. W. Collier, Jno. Talbert, 
James R. Gray, Hoke Smith, Geo. W. Collier, Jno. T. Pope, Mrs. H. Q. Pope, 
C. W. Pope, Mrs. E. C. Wright, R. H. H. Casey and others. , 

At the October meeting in 1907 of the Board of County Commissioners, 
this petition was referred to the Committee on Roads and Bridges for in- 
vestigation and report. This committee, consisted, at that time, of E. V. Car- 
ter, E. B. Rosser and H. E. W. Palmer, and I was not a member of:it. At 
the meeting of the Board of County Commissioners held on December 10, 
1907, this Committee on Roads and Bridges, constituted as above stated, re-

ported favorably on this petition, and recommended that it be referred to the 


Committee on Public Works, with power to act. It has long been customary 
for matters relating to the opening of new roads to be referred to the Roads 
and Bridges Committee, and after they have been reported upon by that dor 
mittee, if the report is favorable, the work of constructing the road falls under 
the direction of the Committee on Public Works. It is also a long-established 
custom, where a matter receives the favorable consideration of the board, to 
refer it to the appropriate committee with power to act, in this way authoriz- 
ing the work to be done. 3 : 


The Public Works Committee on December 10, 1907, was composed of 


myself, as chairman, afid E. V. Carter and Robt. F. Maddox. A few months 
before this action was taken by the board, BUT LONG AFTER THE ROAD 
HAD BEEN ORDERED OPENED AS A PUBLIC ROAD, I had pur- 
chased a small farm for Mrs. Anderson, lying north of some property owned 
by my friend and partner, Mr. Thos. B. Felder, from Dr. R. L. Hoke, one 
side of which happened to be on Wesley avenue; Mr. Felder’s land, however, 
lying half a mile south of Wesley avenue, and there being no road leading 
from Wesley avenue to his property, and the opening of Wesley avenue not 
being in the slightest particular beneficial to him. 

When the Committee on Roads and Bridges made the favorable report 
above referred to, and recommended that the grading of Wesley avenue be 
referred to the Public Works Committee, with power to act, I openly stated t 
the board at the time that my wife had become interested in some land which 
would be affected by this work, and that I would not vote upon this resolu- 
tion. I furthermore stated that I would decline to act as a member of the 
Public Works Committee when the petition was referred to it, the matter be- 
ing left to Messrs. Carter and Maddox, the other two members of the com- 
mittee. As a matter of fact, however, though authorized to act, ghe Public 
Works. Committee did nothing on this road during the rest of the year 1907, 
and during the entire year of 1908, THE FIRST WORK DONE UPON IT 
BEING IN FEBRUARY, 1909. 

Beginning with the 1st of January, 1909, and continuing until the Ist of 


January, 1910, the COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC WORKS CONSISTED OF. 


E. V. CARTER, CHAIRMAN; FORREST ADAIR AND S. B. TURMAN. 
At a meeting of the board held in May, 1909, Mr. Turman offered a resolu- 
tion approving the work that the Public Works Committee had done, and 
which it proposed to do on this road; and upon that motion I did_ vote, 
because it involved only the approval of the conduct of the Public Works 
Committee, WHO HAD ALREADY BEEN FULLY AUTHORIZED BY 
THE BOARD TO DO THE WORK;; and I was not willing, either by my 
failure to vote or.otherwise, to refuse an indorsement of this committee, who 
were acting clearly under authorjy. At no other time after my wife ac- 
quired an interest in the land locaed on Wesley avenue did I take any part in 


any action taken by the board or the Public Works Committee, while I was _ 


a member of it, which related to this road. 

Mr. Wilby, and others writing cards in his behalf, would make you sup- 
pose that this road had been paved, and that an enormous sum of money had 
been expended upon it. Asa matter of fact, THIS ROAD HAS ONLY 
BEEN GRADED, HAS NEVER BEEN PAVED, IS ONLY AN ORDI- 
NARY DIRT ROAD, and cost the county, not in cash, but in the use of con- 
victs, approximately about ten thousand dollars. Judging by a comparison 
of the tax returns of the property-owners on this road the year before it was 
graded and the year after, the increased amount of taxes which the county 
will receive from this property will pay for the cost of the construction of the 
road in about five years. , 

It is proper. to state, also, that the Public Works Committee put men to 
grading this road only when they could not be used in paving work at all; 
that is to say, during the winter and spring months when, on account of the 
frequent rains, it is practically impossible to lay pavements; and for the most 
part, employed a gang of white convicts, who are the least efficient men in 
the chaingang, and who are never used on paving work. 

I would not have it understood, however, from what I have said above, 
that the grading of this road needs any apology. The opening of thts road 1s 
of the greatest public benefit to the people in that section of the county. 
There was a vast territory, bounded on the north by the Pace’s Ferry road, on 
the west by Howell Mill Road, on the east by-Peachtree road and on the south 
by the Collier road,:comprising approximately five thousand acres of land, 
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into which and through Which there was no public road of any cHaracter | 


whatever ; and it not only made it possible for the people residing in this terri- 
fory to get in and out of their farms under fairly good conditions, but it open- 
ed a way from east to west, and from west to east, which shortened. the dis- 
tance to people desiring to go in either direction through that end of the

CLARED THAT THIS ROAD WAS OF GREAT PUBLIC UTILITY, 


BUT ENTERED THEIR UNANIMOUS APPROVAL OF THE WORK ., 


WHICH THE COUNTY BOARD WAS DOING UPON IT, AND REC- 
OMMENDED IN THE STRONGEST TERMS THAT THE COUNTY 
BOARD SHOULD COMPLETE IT ALL THE WAY FROM PEACH- 
TREE ROAD TO HOWELL MILL ROAD WITHOUT DELAY.

His Work to Reform Convict System. 
The Newnan Herald and Advertiser, 
in its issue of August 5, refers to Mr. 
Hali’s successful work in the legisla- 
thirteen years ago to reform the 

old| abuses in the convict lease system 
of the state. A measure introduced by 
him at that time, when he was chair: 
man of the penitentiary committee, 


and urged by him on the floor revolu- 
tlonized the old system. Prior to 1897 
the yearly hire of convicts was less 
than $25, and the lessees had absolute 
control of them, and the state had no 
control over the misdemeanor convicts 
in the several counties. 

In discussing the reform wrought 
by Mr. Hall's bill, The Newnan Herald 
and Advertiser sald: , , 

“Mr. Hall’s bill, which became a law 
and \was approved by Governor Atkin- 
son itm December, 1907, provided for the 
creation of the present prison commis- 
sion; for the establishment of a prisou 
farm, where all female, juvenile and 
aged and decrepit convicts should be 
and worked under the 
supervision of the prison commission, 
etc. 

The bill also provided that the labor 
of fefony convicts might be leased to 
counties. or. municipalities for use 04 
the public roads or public works at a 
minimum hire. The bill 
aguced the lease term from 
years to five years, and the convicts 
were placed under the care and pr)- 
tection of the state. All lessees were 
required to conform to the rules an 
regulations prescribed .by the prison 
commiss‘on, and guards, inspectors and 
physicians were employed by the state 
to see that the rules and regulations 
were enforced.”

The total gross increase in the tax 
returns from the counties this year 
was $38,378.369, but the fact that four 
counties showed a decreane totaling 
$432,962, reduced the actual gain made 
this year to $37,947,437. 

Four Counties Show Loss. 

The four counties showing a 
are Decatur, with a decrease of $340,- 
496: Lumpkin, with a decrease of 
$54,169: Muscogee, with a decrease of 
$23,633, and Clay, with a decrease of 
$12,665. 

The. decrease in the returns from 
Muscogee county is explained by. the 
fact that the tax of the Columbus 
Power Company, which has heretofore 
been given in to the county tax re- 
ceiver, was given in direct to the 
comptroller general this year, amount- 
ing to $381,000. 

Up to the present the comptroller 
general has received reports from only 
140 counties, six counties not having 
gent in their reports. However,. from 
the tax digests of four of those coun- 
ties, Butts, Chatham, Troup and 
Floyd, The Constitution has secured 
the figures showing the increase cr: 
ited to each county in the list 
follows: 

In only two of the counties, Dough- 
erty and Meriwether, has it been nec- 
essary to make estimates of the in- 
erease in the tax returns.

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I have never been one of those that 
try to have my patients believe we 
Doctors know it all: I have always 
been willing to admit that there was 
&n awful, awful amount of knowledge 
that we had to learn yet in order to 
give our patients the very bést that 
is possible. For instance, in treating 
chronic diseases, as I have been for the 
last thirty years, it is a matter of dally 
occurrence to have people come in to 
me who had consulted a number of 
Others before coming to me, and very 
often with certain &ilments of the 
Stomach and intestina! tract that made 
them think, and often made the doc- 
tors think, that they needed a very 
careful diet list. Usually these patients 
@sk me the question what they shall 
and shal) not eat; and, if it wasn’t for 
the fact that it has become a serious 
Matter to the poor patient, I would, 
very often, be amused at the dief list 
that they have had.

She was at that time a woman 
of thirty-two or three, and, after I 
had prescribed for her, she said to me, 
“Well, Dr. Baird, yéu haven't given me 
a Giet list met. What shail I eat?” 
Wanting to make the matter as em- 
phatic to her as possible, I said to her, 
she might eat anything from pickles 
to grindstones, so far as I was con- 
cerned. 

Naturally, she was considerably 
amazed; but she had told me of a cer- 
tain specialist in London that she had 
consulted, and, knowing as I did that 
at that time he was having the fad of 
feeding all of his patients on meats, 
to the exclusion of vegetables, I said 
to her, “When you consulted Dr. So- 
and-So, he told you not to eat any 
vegetables, didn’t he?’ She admitted 
this fact. ‘‘Well,” I said, “when

Then, you remember how in a few 
years malaria come to be made the 
bugbear of everything under the sun, 
whenever nothing else was the matter, 
if was invariably malaria. 

Now, it: is true that malaria does 
account for many cases of illness, but. 
you cannot determine this by anything 
like guesswork. Under proper means, 
such as the examination of the blood 
with a microscope by competent men 
who know how to examine the blood, for 
this is a science and an art, and can- 
not be done by everyone, much can be 
determined. and.we are pointing out 
many interesting things every day in 
my office in this respect. 

The last few years the profession has 
got off on two things, uric acid dia- 
thesis and auto intoxication, and it is 
really amusing how violently they are 
opposed to any proprietary medicine, 
and yet, they have been completely 
hypnotized by patent medicine con- 
cerns that have a remedy that every 
crossroad doctor ought to know and 
ought to be able td put up for a few 
cents per pound, that does lessen the 
uric acid in the urine, and yet this 
firm unloads it on the profession at 
an enormous price, or have the pro- 
fession prescribe it, and load up the 


with a mass of made-up reports on the 
uric acid condition of the blood, and 
doctors who do not think for them- 
selves go on prescribing it day after

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ic illness; but there is a great deal 
about the subject that we don’t know’; 
I might as well be frank and candid 
with you. . There are many cases of 
auto intoxications, so-called, that it is 
a question whether it is due to the 
toxine matter taken up by the blood 
from the subject himself, or whether it 
is due by some irritation of some nerve 
terminations in the vital organs, or, to 
some changes or irritation in the so- 
called sympathetic nervous gystem; the 


system, to be perfectly frank, 
doctors know very little about. 
You take it in certain cases where 
there is an ulceration, or congestion, 
or chronic irritation in the intestinal 
tract, you will have very serious nerv- 
ous symptoms, indeed. The patient 
will become, very often, profoundly 
neurasthenic. While a good many of 
these cases are undoubtedly due in my 
estimation to auto intoxication, but 
there are other cases to which it is 


we 
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due. to’ the‘ irritation in the .intesti- 
nal tract itself... ~ a 

You take a case of chronic appendi- 
citis; some of these cases are-most pro- 
foundly affected: with nervous symp- 
toms, and yot cannot account for the 
symptoms altogether by supposing it 
is due to auto intoxication. — 

Then, too, it is only a few years 
back you could hardly pick up @ - 
cal journal without seeing reports of 
cases where certain ‘products were 
found in the urine which was sup- 
posed to be the resujts of auto in- 
toxication. We know today that there 
is no proof that this is true. So that 
you can readily understand that the 
doctor must be very careful in forming 
his conclusions. 

I know many who think me almost 
a crank on the subject of diagnosis; 
but I believed that when I was yet a 


portant subject for the doctor, to know 
his pathology and hrs physiology, and 
to spare no pains when he met with 8 
difficult case, to map out the case, and 
to be sure that he had found the ulti- 
mate cause of the symptoms, so as to 
be able to not only give the patient 
temporary benefit, but in the end an 
ultimate cure. \ 

I know that I em right, for I have 
demonstrated it over and over again. 
Here is an example: A few days ago 
a gentleman came in and wanted some 
treatment for failure of vital vitality 
and general strength, and I explained to 
him how it was that out of a dozen 
such cases coming in, possibly all com- 
plaining exactly the samé, each might 
yeed a different treatment. 
/ Going over his case, carefully, ¢x- 
Amining him thoroughlyaghere were no 
symptoms at all to indicaéte any kidney 
trouble, and altho he had consulted 
many doctors before he came to mé, 
none had suspected any trouble of that 
sort at all. 

But every doctor knows, or at least 


cases of so-called Bright’s disease g0 
on. for years without showing any 
especial symptoms to the patients, and 
all at once lHghts up im the most se- 
rious manner imaginable. 

So, even to my own surprise, my as- 
sociate, who is an expert with the mi- 
croscope, found, on examining the urine, 
that the man’s kidneys were seriously 
affected, and that accounted entirely 
for his loss of vitality, and other symp- 
toms from which he suffered. 

Don’t you think, then, that I am 
right when I say that it is essential 
to be very careful and not jump to 
conclusions in. forming one’s opinion 
in this work? 

It was only a day or two ago that 
a gentleman called gn us who knew he 
had hed syphilis, d nad some reason 
to fear that he ight possibly have 
inoculated his wite. He consulted two 
or three doctors,/who all assured him 
that there was ho reason to think so 
at all. And yew a careful examination 
of the blood r¢évealed the germs of ihe 
disease so plainly that there could not 
possibly be any mistake about it at all. 


On the other hand, it was only a

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| canahe of days ago that a prominent 
Sentiemaa from one of the middle 
counties called on me, having had somes 
reason to believe that he might have 
rad the disease eight cr nine years 
a&g0, and wenting to know what his 
present condition was. The persona! 
talk with me convinced us that there 
was reasonable grounds to doubt that 


careful and thoro examination, a mi- 
nute exatiination of the bieod, we were 
able to say to him that he was in no 
need of treatment at all, and should 
not let anyone try to convince him of 
the need of taking any medicine that 
he certainly, at the present time at 
any rate, was not in need of. 


We asked no fee, got no fee, but we 
at least hai the cunaciousness of know- 
ing that we gave our consultant con- 
.scientious advice, and such advice as 
we know to be to his future good. 


On the other hand, here is a man 
who never had the teast idea that he 
+had the disease consulted us some 
weeks ago, with a skin affection,,that 
he had had for fifteen years, and we 
found undoubted evidence of the dis- 
case in his bloed, and his hearing as 
well. And today he is so much bene- 
fited’ that a recent letter sald that it 
was a lucky day, indeed, when he came 
to consult me. 


I had something to say some time 
ago on the sociological side of chronic 
gonorrhea, and there is no objection 
certainly to my treating the subject 
plainly when the leading magazines

I hardly can agree, however, with 
some of the articles that are so ex- 
ceedingly pessimistic on the subject, as 
to think there if no such a thing as a 
cure for gonorrhea.

cured. But, I.am free to admit that 
some Of them are exceedingly difficult 
to handle, and it is hard sometimes to 
convince the patient of the necessity of 
keeping up treatment faithfully for «a 
rae time in order to get perfect re- 
sults. 


You cannot blame the patient always, 
for they have been inoculated with the 
idea of getting a cure in four or five 
days. This idea is held up by doctors, 
and other doctots undertake to con- 
vince the patient there is such a thing 
as an abortive treatment, which I con- 
tend is absolutely. out of the question. 

I suppose that I have had, during. the 
last six months. a hundred cases that 
have been aborted and pronounced 
cured in the course of.a week or two. 
And yet, eventually they come to my 
office for treatment and realize by 
sad experience the error of this view. 

Here is a case that came in a few 
days ago, that is only one of a type 
of what I meet many every month. 
Sometimes aimost every day. And 
while seen separately and looked -at 
from the standpoint of a single case, it 


he ever had had the dissase. And on a 
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is exceedingly distressing, yet wh 
you come to meet with it every day 
your life, as I do, you cannot help but 
think what its effects are upon the 
social body as a whole. 


Here !s a you girl. not yet eight- 
een, married at sixteen, found in a few 
weeks that she was affected, her health 
falling and her husband then: admitted 
that the doctor had assured him that it 
was all right for him to get married, 
that he had positively cured him of the 
trouble, but later on found that the 
cure was not complete. At the present 
time the girl is a wreck, and it is 
doubtful whether any treatment will 
give her anything more than temporary 
relief, and in all probability she will 
have to go thru life a chronic invalid. 
If she ever gets a cure it will probably 
be by means of one or more serious 
operations, that even so Wil! be doubt- 
ful in their ultimate results. 


Surely I am correct when I talk 
about the serious nature of the trouble 
and its effects on the social system, and 
it ts about time that Doctors at large 
quit talking about the five-day cures 
and about the abortive treatment, and 
lending their names to various proprie 
etary concerns whose only object is 
to sell their medicines by hoodwink- 
ing the doctor and getting him to ad- 
vocate the use of their remedies, which, 
to say the least, are of doubtful ef- 
ficacy. 


Doctors should think for themselves, 
and look around and observe, and they 
would soon quit contending like a gen- 
tleman told me the other day thet he 
had a friend who had said that he 
could cure every case of gonorrhea in- 
side of fiVe days. You can make up 
your mind that doctor is a mighty 
poor doctor and the community where 
he lives ought to look around for. an- 
other man or they will be buying land 
to extend their cemeteries. 

What I have to say on the subject 
may not always add to my income, {ft 
may drive some from me, as I know 
that my remarks on the guarantee 
cures, the no-cure-no-pay fakirs have 
perhaps influenced some to stay away 
from me, for their proposition is rath- 
er a fascinating one, but I think, upon 
the whole, later on, people find ous 
that Il am right, and that they can at- 
least wet honest service from me, and 
conscientious service, and they find, 
too, that their opinion of myself and 
my associates comes nearer being right 
than they have been accustomed to 
having; and I have the pleasure in the 
end of knowing that I have gained the 
confidence of those who consult me. 

If Iam somewhat cranky on the sub- 
ject of diagnosis and about not treat- 
ing symtoms for the real disease, it is 
because having had so much experti- 
énce, I know that I am correct and I 
know, too, that I am talking to the 
good of my patients’ future welfare, 
And to those who appreciafe that with- 
out humbug, and without nonsense, I 
shall always be giad to see and talk 
with at my office. I am,

As it is, the sole aid given by the government to the states in 
their strenuous effort to improve roadways, is the maintenance of 
a single bureau in Washington.

But lack of 
funds so circumscribes its usefulness as to enable it only to scratch a 
problem which needs, instead, sub-soiling. 

Constitutional interpretations have been found for a dozen fed- 
eral activities once pronounced impossible by the constitutionalists. 

It is apparent that in an issue of such fundamental importance 
as lessening the transportation tax upon both producer and con- 
sumer, not to mention the equal phase of encouraging develop- 
ment, the country will sooner or later make its position plainly 
maniiest.

GOVERNMENT FIGURES SHOW 
VAST WEALTH OF THE INDIANS ~ 


Washington, August 20.—(Special.)— 
Added significance is given to the fre- 
quent attempts to loot the property 
of the American Indian when the ex- 
tent of the wealth of the red-skinned 
brother, improperly dubbed Poor Lo, is 
once realized. According to figures 
which have been made public by the 
office of Indian affairs, the total value 
of lands belonging to the Indians is 
more than $576,000,000, and the amount 
of actual cash held is more than $62,- 
000,000. ; ; 

The figures of R. G. Valentine, com- 
missioner of Indian affairs, who suc- 
ceeded Francis E. Leupp, show that 
the tribal property of the Indians is 
valued at $261,768,348, of which amount 
$189,768,798 is in lands, and $61,993,- 
550 is in timber. The individual prop- 
erty held by the Indians is even great-- 
er, amounting to $309,356,201, of which 
$280,306,751 is in land and $29,049,450 
is in timber. Besides this real estate, 
“Poor Lo”. has $66,204,658 in cash in 
the United States treasury, and funds 
in banks amounting to $6,514,371. Fig- 
ures for the present fiscal year will not 
be compiled for many months from 
now, and they will perhaps show that 
the Indian is worth even more. The 
total value of all the Indians’ real) 
property, when Commissioner Valen- 
tine’s accountants completed these lat- 
est figures, was $576,201,280, which,

The value of the agricultur- 
al lands also runs far up in the mil- 
lions. Much of the land in the vari- 
ous reservations is valuabdle for oll and 
gas and coal deposits. The ranges 
support about 500,000 sheep and cat- 
tle, owned by lessees, bring in a reve- 
nue of more than $272,000 to the vari- 
ous tribes, and besides provide feed 
for more than 1,500,000 head of horses, 
eattle, sheep and goats belonging to 
the Indians themselves. Practically 
the only asphalt deposits in the United 
In addi- 
tion to this wealth in natural resources 
and in funds, the Indian has appropri- 
ated for him about $15,000,000 a year 
by congress for education and Improve- 
ment. 

The publication of these facts and 
figures relating to the wealth of the 
Indian at this time serve to emphasize

Since this law 
has gone into effect, however, the 
state has been ridded of these unde- 
sirable foods and cotton seed meal, 
the standard work stock ration, the 
world over, has come into its own. 

The records of the department of 
agriculture show that the sale of cot- 
ton seed meal is increasing each month,

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MEXICAN MUNICIPALMEAT SHOPS 
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ARE PROVING A GREAT SUCCESS. 


Washington, August 20.—(Special.)— 
‘Municipal meat shops, so far as I 
know, are a novelty. I don’t believe 
there are any in this country. But 
they have them down in the city of 
Chihuahua, Mexico,” said D. D, Cronk- 
hite, of El Paso, Texas. 

“Last year,” he continued, “the city 
of Chihuahua opened about twenty 
meat shops. The scheme was under- 
taken on the recommendation of the 
‘jefe-politico,’ as they call the mayor 
down there. 

“The plan was the result of the 
health board’s report that many dis- 
eases were in a great measure due to 
the. lack of sanitary conditions in the 
privately owned meat markets. 

“The municipal shops were located 
so that they were-separated from sur- 


rounding buildings by a distance great 
enough to insure good air and light 
from all sides. 

“The shops are built of brick, are 


/}onme-story in height, and are equipped 


with tile floors. The windows are 
barred and screened, and the meat is 
not allowed to come in contact with 
anything but marble or enameled sur- 
faces after it reaches the market. Each 
shop, I was informed, cost the city 
about $1,000, 

“The municipal shops make such a 
hit that about eight duplicates of them 
were erected by private concerns. 

“Chihuahua insists on having its 
meat served in a cleanly fashion, and 
the meat men are not slow in realizing 
that it pays to Keep & sanitary estab- 
lishment.”

The children were paid 2 
cents a day. They were used to break 
up the clods and smooth over 
ground. 

The Rich amd Poor at Calcutta. 

The truth is the Indfan empire 
largely an empire of paupers, and that 
of paupers surrounded by plenty. Tan- 
talus-like, they are up to the neck in 
the waters of poverty. with rich fruits 
of all kinds hanging over their heads. 
When they grasp for the fruits they 
vanish, and they strive and strive an« 
strive in vain.

India’s Famines. 

The whole nation seems to. live from 
hang to mouth, and the result is‘that 
a short crop always causes a famine. 
This has been so for centuries. One 
hundred and forty years ago a famine 
and seventy-odd -years sinces 
Famines are so common that the Brit- 
ish government keeps a fund in re- 
serve which it adds to every year, and 
it has a regular system of taking care 
of the people by employing them vn 
public works at such times. During 
the famine of 1896 more than one mil- 
lion rations were issued each day, and 
notwithstanding that almost a million 
starvation.

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| Andie's poverty. We can find one in 
the nature of the people, which leads 
‘hem to. borrow whenever they can, 
ead in the money sharks, who lend at 
vseurious rates upon their crops. and 
lands. In many such cases the inter- 
est is taken in kind, the shark having 
his agent on the ground and grabbing 
a share of the grain as !t comes from 
the threshing. The usual rate of in- 
terest is 24 per cent per annum, and 
many foreigners are paying 3 per cent 
a month and upward. In the interio 
of India the banks eharge as much as 
10 per cent per annum, although the 
government itself has recently been 
lending the farmers something like 
$10,000,000 at 5 or 6 per cent. 

There is no country where banking 
is so much of a business. There are 
castes here who thoroughly understand 
the breeding value of interest, and 
there are altogether‘in India 400,00( 
bankers and money lenders, of whom 
more than 66,000 are women. Much 
money is loaned upon real estate mort- 
gages, and from this the bankers are 
getting hold of the land. In some 
provinces as much as 68 per cent of 
the country belongs to them, and ir 
others 40 and 650 per cent. 

Live in Mud Huts. 

The average home of the Hindu 
peasant is not'as good as the average 
American stable. It is often a mud hut 
from ten to fifteen feet square. with- 
out doors or windows. The floor in 
plastered with cow dung, and the fur- 
niture is a rope bed and a few pots 
and pans. The house is usually thatch- 
ed with straw, and its interior is as 
bare as a barn. It geldom has more 
than one room. and in this the whole 
family accommodates itself as it can. 
The stove is a fireplace made of three 
or four bricks set on end, and the 
cooking is done in pots and pans. 
There are no chimneys, and the smoke 
finds its. way out of the door and from 
under te eaves. 

The most of the farmers live in vil- 
lages of such huts. In riding across 
India you see these everywhere dot- 
ting the landscape. They are built 
along mud roads and have nohe of the 
surroundings or conveniences of Amer- 
ican towns. There are no big schoo! 
houses or churches, no street lamps, 
no gutters and no sidewalks. There 
is an absence of painting and white- 
wash, the only outside decoration be- 
ing lamps of brown cow dung of the 
Size and shape of a fat buckwheat 
cake. These are the fuel of the peo- 
ple, plastered upon the walls of the 
hut to dry.. This stuff is picked up by 
the women and girls, who follow the 
cattle. They carry the droppings to 
their houses and mix them with dirt 
patting them tnto shape with thei 
bare hands. Such fuel is used all over 
india. and the women invariably col- 
lect it. 


A Starvation Diet. 

The Hindu peasants have made feed- 
ing a science. They know just how 
much will suffice to keep them alive, 
and they eat little more. They save 
everything and cook just enough. 
Their diet is chiefly beans, millet and 
coarse gra‘ns, with chili peppers and 
other’ condiments. They seldom have 
meat, and the castes of many of them 
are such that they would die rather 
than eat beef or pork. 
the cow holy, and would as scon th'nk 
of chewing their grandparents as a 
tenderloin steak. They use a rancid 
melted butter calied ghee. 

The Indian farmer rises at daybreak 
and takes with him a snack of cold 
Burt to the field. At nogn his wife 
brings him a hot d.nner. He eats firat 
and she takes what is ieft. At home 
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They conside-: | 
' weeks. they. 
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sheep. In some parts of India 
population is so dense that it does 
increase from year to year, the nat- 


ural growth, which goes on Over the) 


rest of the world, being absent. 

A striking evidence of the poverty of 
India is the absolute lack of comforts 
which is everywhere geen. The peas- 
ants iive more like wmnimaltls tha-: mira. 
They will sleep anywhere. I see them 
lying on the floors of the railway sta- 
tions with nothing but a thin piece of 
cotton between their bone: and the 
stone. In the’ towns there are public 
lodging places, where the accommoda- 
tions cost from 1 to’8 cents a night. 
The ordinary farmer saves his cent, 
and camps outside. The most common 
bed is a rude framework of wood cvrer 
which a netting of ropes of the size of 
a clothes line is stretched. This is the 
bed of the more favored members of 
the family. They lie upon the bed 
spoon-fashion; for if they should 
stretch out their legs their feet would 
bend over. Sometimes the children 
and always the widows sleep on the 
floor. 

Conditions Improving. 

Notwithstanuing all this one of the 
cabinet members of the viceroy tells 
me that the farmers are much better 
eff now than. -hey were in the paat 
Said Le: , 

“The wages have almost doubled in 
the past generation. When I came to 
India thirty years ago the syce who 
took care of my horses got about 6 
rupees ($2) a month, and I now have 
to pay that much for a common serv- 
and, and 12 rupees (§4) or more for one 
of the better classes. A good farm 
hand can now get as much as sixpence 
a day in most localities, while in the 
Punjab, at harvest, he will get a shill-. 
ing and three pence. In fact, we are 


short of labor, and have hardly enough , 
‘followed by more than: two millions 


to harvest the crops. The farmer 
raises a large part of his own food and 
he ig now profiting by the high prices 
of grain. On the. other hand the pro- 
fessional men, clerks and employees of 
the government have had their in- 
comes materially reduced by the rise 
in prices of goods of all kinds. This 
is one of’ the causes of the unrest.” 
Poorty Paid Clerks. 

This remark of the: official reminds 
me of an incident which occurred at 
the postoffice here this morning. I was 
waiting to register a letter, when I 
heard a quarreling among the clerks. 
The noise was so great that I went 
to the window and looked in. I saw 
there a big fine looking babu, or na- 
tive official, dressed in a long white 
coat and gold turban, cursing a lean 
Hindu in a cheap garb of white cot- 
ton. The babu snook both his fists in 
the little “man’s face, and denounced 
his ancestors to the seventh genera- 
tion. The little fellow protested and

This increase of prices, which is a 
common complaint in the United States, 
has extended all over the world. It 
has affected all who have fixed wages 
or fixed incomes, and especially those 
government clerks who have to dress 
well for their station. As to the gov- 
ernment emploves, I will give you 
only the wages of postmen. They vary 
in the different provinces; but they 
are seldom more than $4 a month, 
while the postal runners get half that. 
In Bengal the postmen receive less 
than 13 cents a day; in Bombay they 
while in the cen- 
tral provinces their wages are less 
than 12. 

In all India something like 2,000,009 
people are supported by the govern- 
ment jobs of one kind or another. 
There are a few at the top who. get 
fairly good salaries, but the smaller 
places, held by the natives, pay very 
little. , 


The Bechive of India. 


The Chinese are usually considered 
of all the world the most industrious 
and thrifty. As far as work is con- 
cerned the Hindus are a close second, 
and they make this peninsula hum 
like a beehive. There are all told 
something like 300,000,000 of them, and 
nearly every one has h's own trade 
profession. A man’s business is 
fixed bv the gods. He must stick to

time. 


Factory Hands. 


In the past all the manufactures 
of India were made in the houses, and 
there are still millions of weavers and 
workers in wood and metal who labor 
at home, following the trades of the.rt 
ancestors. Within the past generation, 
however, hundreds of mills and fac- 
tcr‘es have sprung into being. and 
these are ‘equipped with modern ma- 
chinery. The natives can handle ma- 
chinery quite as well as we can, and 
many of those formerly in the textlie 
trades are now working in the cotton 
mills, jute mills and other such instlt- 
tutions. These people are paid what 
are high wages for this part of the 
world. In Bombay thecotton miil 
men get 20 cents a day and the women 
14 cents and under. Children are paid 
9 or 10 cents, and those who work half 
time frequently get about 5 cents per 
day. In the Delhi cotton mills the 
wages for the men are about 7 or 8 
cents, and in other places they a °® 
more. Often a whole family will work 
in the mills; its earnings somet!mes 
amounting to 50 or 75 cents a day. 
Such are esteemed very well off, 

These factory hands usually live 
near the mills in mud huts or in build- 
ings made fcr the purpose. At somes 
of the Bombay factories their dwell- 
ings are over. shops. A single family 
will usually have but one room, for 
which !t may pay 25 cents a week, 
The room will be small, and its only 
air and light must come through the 
door. In some other localities the 
dwellings are better, but as a rule 


they are about as poor as can be.

ing and another every night is too 
high a price to pay for the air amd 
freedom of the real suburbs.

According to this method, all, for in- 
stance, Dickens had to do to get an 
eternal claim on a certain region was 
to visit it. By stepping on a foot of 
soil, or by putting his head inside a 
house, or an inti, he made them his 
Own. This is seemingly an easy way 
to secure a country for one’s self. 

But “it is more difficult than it looks. 
In order to get titles to land, hotels 
houses and lecture halis, after this 
fashion, one must measure up to 4 
certain level of personal and mental 
immensity. No little man can pick 
up and put into himself anything ex- 
cept what he can eat. But if, in ad- 
dition.to the organs of physical di- 
gestion, a person has the infinitely 
greater powers of mental digestion 
and assimilation, he is given every 
scene he contemplates and every 
neighborhood he passes through. 

The ordinary mortal has no owner- 
ship of anything except such as a fee 
simple exclusive title gives him. Lack- 
ing in comprehension, sympathy and 
appreciation; if he had such a title 
to the whole earth, it would not be 
his in any high sense no more than the 
Splendid masterpiece hanging on the 
walls of a rich, wooden-headed man’s 
house belongs to him. Such a work 
of art belongs to the person who has 
soul enough to comprehend it, outside 
of any mere title that can be recorded 
im a courthouse. The England of, 
Shakespeare's time belonged to. him 
and not to Queen Elizabeth. 

The England Queen Bess knew was 
outside of her; the England Shakes- 
peare -knew was the country he had 
put inside his vast mind. Thus the 
principle-in accordance with which the 
Places associated with a great man’s 
life’ are made over to him and called 
his is perfectly right and proper. In 
this way the skies belonged to Coper- 
nicus, beauty to Raphael, music to 
Beethoven and gravity to Newton. 
They owned these several regions of 
constellation, art and natural law, be- 
cause, more than any others, they ap- 
prehended, comprehended, digested and 
assimilated them. They not only lived 
on the outside of them as all do; they 
appropriated them, and used them for 
furnishment to their interior selves. 
Copernicus thus became a palpitating, 
living form of the heavens, as 4id 
Raphael of harmony in color, as did 
Beethoven of harmony in sound, and. 
as did Newton of the physical order. 

Belongs to John Wesley. 

In line with these general princi- 
ples I propose to claim that England 
belongs to John Wesley more than to 
any other man who ever lived in 
Great Britain. He trod more of its 
soil than any other man in al! its his- 
tory. He was great enough of *#oul 
to make every nook anJ corner of it 
he ever penetrated his own. It was 
only a small patch of England that 
Dickens, even. when all the places he 
ever saw in it are pleced together, ever 
baw. Wesley saw it all. He crossed 
and recrossed all its spaces and road- 
ways. He passed by al! its castles and 
abbeys and inns. He rode by all its 
estates and moats and manor houses. 
He was in all its cities and villages. 
He preached under every stretch of 
ite sky. Like Thackeray and Scott 
and Dickens, he was a creator. He 
differed from these in the respect that 
while they created imaginary men and 
women and situations out ‘of their 
thought, Wesley took the actual, un- 
privileged, wretched, poverty-stricken. 
gin-beridden men and women he met 
and transfigured them, put new mo- 
tives into their hearts, new horizons 
around ‘their lives, new. visions in 
their eyes and new ideals in their 
yminds. 

He turned actual A aa into s0- 
ber men, gamblers into honest work- 
ing men. He took men out of the cock 
pits and engaged their talents in bet- 
ter work than making chickens fight, 
by transforming their love of a cruel 
sport into a determination to fight the 
devil of greed and dissipation. 

Scott introduced a new clime of ro- 
mance into England. Wesley: breathed 
on his country the atmosphere of 
heaven. Dickens deals in tne hypoc- 
risy of fancy and gives it life and be- 
ing under the name of Pecksniff. He 
has to do with ideal avarice and sets 
tt up In human form:and calis it Jonas 
Chuzziewit:; he creates cruelty and 
names it Quilp. His people are des- 
tined to live as long as the language 
in which they were given a place in 
the world of fiction. 

Wesley took rea] hypocrisy embodied 
in human life and converted it into 
sincerity. He did not merely depict 
avarice; he found thousands of Jonas 
Chuzsiewits in pants -*nd made them 
self-sacrificing and gtuwerous. He found 
multitudes of cruel Quilps waiking 
about and by the grace of God made 
them tender and filled them with pity. 

The novelists made men out. of air 
and. gifted them with meanness, or 
kindness, or cruelty, according as the 
atory they were writing demanded. 
Wesley found his men already made 
* by their own sins, mean, or wicked, 
or degraded. His work was to use all 
the means of grace to redeem them 
and make their lives new and happy 
and good. He was as practical as a 
blacksmith or a shipbuilder. He had

; Engiand by “Automobile. 

For the pest three weeks I have 
been doing England in an automobile. 
Day by day I haye been making pii- 
gtrimages to places associated with 
the lives of great people. But there 
is no spot in this green and beauti- 
ful country, that the greatest evan- 
gelist since St. Paul, has not visited. 
With Baedeken’s guidebook. and John 
Wesley's Journal, it is easy to follow 
in the steps of Wesley, while looking 
up the historical places of interest. 
My average run a day is nearly one 
hundred miles. Sometimes more, some- 
times less. 

Here, for instance, is the round of 
one day: The starting pdint is Wal- 
ton-on-Thames, twenty miles in the 
country from London. The hour of 
starting is 10 o’dlock. First, Wey- 
bridge, where Bdward VI. kept court 
in 1548; where Philip and Mary came 
from Hampton Court to live a while 
in 1555; where Henry VIII. had a pri- 
vate way, “with ‘hanging gates,’ from 
Hampton Court; where Elizabeth came 
in the early part of her reign, in 1599, 
and again in 1602; where James I.‘ 
often came, and where -his consort, 
Anne, of Denmark, tiad her favorite 
residence; where the youngest son, 
Henry, of Charles I., was born: where 
the Duke of Newcastle built a “grotto.” 
Still a show place, in which the Duke 
of York and his ffiends were accus- 
tomed to drink and gamble; and where 
Louis Phippe and his queen, Marie 
Amelie, were buried. . Weybridge is 
just one mile from the starting point. 
but think of what one sees in this 
single mile. 

Now, think: how interesting all this 
becomes when I turn to my Wesley's 
Journal and-learn that not a road or 


spot in all the region he dig not see. 


Then, three miiles further, Chertsey 
ls reached. Here Charles James Fox, 
the English statesman, lived, of whom 
Lord Brougham said, “He was the 
greatest debater who ever lived.” Here 
at Chertsey, the Elizabethan poet, 
Cowley, lived and died. Here a great 
abbey was built in 675. Here a bene- 
dictive convent was established by 
Edgar in 964. Here, 
church, the remains of Henry.VI. were 
interred, and from which the¥Y were 
moved to Windsor by Richard II. 
Here, in the parish church, hangs the 
curfew bell, cast in 1310, about which 
the poem, “Curfew Must Not Ring To- 
night,” wag written, by Rosa Hart- 
wick Thorpe, of San Diego, Cal., and 
it. wes this bell that .tolled the death 
of King Henry VI. in 1471. 

Here, in Chertsey. Abbey, the first 
book of “Common Prayer” was, for the 
most part, compiled. Across the River 
Thames from Chertsey the famous Dr. 
Thomas Arnold taught school. before 
he became head master of Rugby. Here 
Mathew Arnold, his eldest son, was 
born, and here the critic and poet is 
buried. It would “take a whole article 
to tell of all incidents and events of 
Chertsey dlone. Here Weasley tells us 
in his Journal that on Monday, the 
6th of February, 1750, he preached. 
Here, on Monday, 12th of February, 
1750, he .was ‘at Chertsey again. 
“Word,” he said, “had been industri- 
ously spread about the town that I 
would not come that night. However, 
many came to see whether I would or 
no; to whom I offered ‘the grace of Our 
Lord Jesus Christ.’ 

Historic Guildford. 

Fourteen miles to~Guildford, one of 
the most interesting and historic 
places in Surrey, of which it is the 
country town. It would take an ar- 
tide to describe this, so it is passed 
here. But the city and all that is in 
it belongs to Wesley, for he was often 
there on his way to Winchester and 
other places in the south of England. 

Twelve miles more, over @ most 
beautiful road, and we come to Farn- 
ham. Here is a wonderful old castle, 
the home of the bishep of Winchester. 
In 1136 Henry de Blois, bishop of Win- 
chester, commenced to build a~castle 
on the very ground. occupied by the 
present one. To this castle Queen 

ligzabeth came often. She was here 

1667, when Robert Horne was bishop. 

Here it was, in 1569, Queen Eliza- 
beth invited the Duke of York to dine 
with her, and. having suspicions that 
he was plotting to marry Mary Queen 
of Scots, she warned him to “be care- 
ful on what pillow he laid his head.” 
Two years after that the duke was 
executed on Lomer Hill. James I. came 
soon after to this castle andstayedas a 
guest so iong that Bishop Wilson. was 
led to ask him once if he looked upon 
Farnham as an inn. Here, in Farn- 
ham,. William Cobbett, the political 
writer, was born, and is buried. 

In Farnham Jonathan Swipe, the au- 
thor of “Gulliver’s Travels,” lived, and 
acted, in the beginning of his career, 
as a sort of secretary to Sir William 
Temple. Here Swift was accustomed 
to meet Stella, a servant girl, in Sir 
William Temple's Hall, and here be- 
gan the love affair between Swift and 
Stella, as celebrated as that of 
Petrarch, or Abelard. Ih Farnham, 
Toplady, the author of “Rock of Ages,” 
was born. 

This piece, too, is made doubly sig- 
nifeant by its association with the 
horseback traveling of John Wesley. 
Eight miles more and we come to Al- 
ton. In thia neighborhood, and’in’an 
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leading 
students of science in Engiand in the 
eighties of last century. He is a won- 
derfully bright man, and when I called 
to ask him about the book he had 
written concerning Jane Austen. he 
at once took down from his Nbrary 
“The Story of Jane Austen's Life,” by 
an American writer, and requested me 
to put it in my pocket and keep it as 
long as‘1 wanted it and then return it 
to him. 

Leaving Alton, the next place to se? 
was Selborne, where Gilbert White, 
the celebrated author’ of the “Natural 
History of Selborne,” lived. By the 
letter of law Selborne belongs to Lord 
Selborne and other landowners, but 
according to the principle we are ap- 
plying it belongs to Gilbert White. 

Think of a man shut up in a little 
struggling, out-of-way village, study- 
ing birds,° preaching the gospel and 
becoming the best known observer of 
nature among all English-speaking 
people . 

At the little village hotel many 
names of distinguished men are ina- 
scribed in the volume kept for the 
purpose—those of Professor Huxley, 
Lord Napier, John Burroughs and 
many others. 

George Eliot’s Home.. : 

Across the country then we made 
our way to Haslemere, 16 miles away. 
Here George Eliot lived, and Lord 
Tennyson, the poet; Professor Jolha 
Tyndali, Grant Allen, A. Conan Doyles, 
G. Bernard Shaw and many others 
noted in some line of mental activity. 
All these places were visited. Net 
under .the sun; surely, is’ f> be found 
such a spot as that. on which. Tenny +: 
son built. his “Aldworth,” where he 
lived so long, and where he died. To} 
reach the house it is necessary to pass} 
through ‘a deeply shaded road, called 
Tennyson's lane, for 8 miles.

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MASSACHUSETTS D.A.R. PROTEST

At. the recent meeting of the state 
conference of Massachusetts, Mrs. Ida 
L. Gibbs, assistant.chairman of com- 
mittee for the prevention of desecra- 
tion of the flag, spoke of the diffi- 
culty of prosecuting offend and 
violators of the lew, and urged, as the 
best means of prevention of desecra- 
tion of the flag, education as to what 
the flag means and has stood for, and 
the creation of such a love of our na- 
tional emblem as shell render its des- 
ecration impossible. She recommend- 
ed ‘that the legislature be asked to 
have printed on the fly leat of the 
Américan histories studied by public 
school children the following: 


“The American Flag. 


“The flag of the nation is, in a ma- 
terial sense, what the holy communion 
is in.a spiritual sense—the symbol of 
purity, truth and -progress. 

“No hand must touch it roughly; no 
hand shall touch it irreverently. It’s 
position is aloft: To float over its 
children, uplifting their eyes end 
hearts and ideals by its glowing hues, 
its glorious promise, for under thé 
stars and stripes are possibilities un- 
known to any other country of the 
world. 

“Children born under this ensign 
must learn, in early youth, itg history,

ites sacredness, that the ever-growing 
foreign population may. be taught by 
word and precept the inflexible law 
of its use, the forbidden and punish- 
able law of its abuse. 

“The nation commands its people 
to honor the flag; men and boys to 
uncover as they pass under the vivid 
folds which typify the lifeblood of 
brave men and represent the eternity 
of the endurance. 

“It is mot a plaything of the hour, it 
is a birthright of integrity. 

“It may not be used as whip or staff 
or wrap or covering. 

“It shall not be marred with adver- 
tisement, nor desecrated on the stage. 

“It was born in blood and tears. It 
was baptized in tears and blood. It 
has floated since July 14, 1777, over a 
free country of benevolence, and 
progress. 

“It must always be carried upright.

The 
splendid article appearing below on 
“Naming the Counties of Georgia” 
was written by Miss Katherine Mas- 
sey, of the Atlanta chapter, and has 
been printed in pamphlet form by that 
chapter for distribution in the state 
through the stg@e school commissioner, 
Professor M. L. Brittain. History in 
this condensed form and written in 
such a pleasing manner is sure to be 
welcomed by the children, and will be 
the means of furnishing much usefu] 
information. 

When 1 was a little girl, our fad 
was the possession of a charmstring. 
This. was a stfing of buttons, obtainod 
by coaxing from our eiders or bartar 
with each other, and constantly added 
to until some of them reached the 
songth of several yards. With de- 
lighted pride we told over the list of 
of Our treasures. “This button,’’ one 
would say, “came from Cousin Mary's 
wedd.ng dress; this my Uncle John 
gave me; this was sent to me from 
China by my aunt who is a missionary 
in Canton; and this bright brass one 
was on my father’s uniform during the 
war.” Much of family life and many 
loving associations were: thug strung 
together for the little maiden. ™n 
some such way, but in a larger sense, 
our state has used the naming of its 
counties as a cord of. gold on which to 
hang traditions of its past, memories 
‘of its heroes, and reverence for those 
who helped us when help was needed. 

A group of seven covnties embalms 
the names of the Indian tribes who own- 
ed our hills and valleys before us, who 
hunted the deer with flintheaded ar- 
rows where now our cities stand, and 
threaded their trails in silent fores‘s 
where today our cotton fields are 
spread. They are Catoosa, Chattahoo- 
cnee, Chattooga, Cherokee, Coweta, 
Muscogee, Oconee—how musically the 
SYliabies fall upon the ear. lt is like 
a chime of silver bells. 

Four counties .may.be set together 
as commemorating large events in his- 
tory. Columbia, Oglethorpe, Libertv 
and Union. The first of these was 
named for the dauntless sailor who. 
possessed with the faith which carei 
naught for all other men’s unbelief 
and rising above poverty, discourage- 
ment, and mutiny, held his way west- 
Ward over unknown seas to tind his 

rophetic v.sion a reality. Oglethorpe 
ears the name ,of the brave soldier. 
courteous gentleman, and broadminded 
hilanthropist, who founded a coleny 
Or oppressed debtors to give them a 
new chance in life. Liberty county hag 
a pretty little story of its own. 
A band of Massachusetts Puritans. 
seeking a milder climate, settled first 
fn South Carolina, and not being fully 
satisfied, came on to St. John’s parish, 
Georgia. Their distinguished devotion 
to the cause of liberty in the perilous 
days of 1776-1783 gained for them that 
name when the parishes where changed 
into counties. Union county was so 
named because its citizens claimed to 
be known as Union men, when the rest 
of the state stood for state's rights.” 

Another group of seven counties 
bear the name of English statesmen who 
spoke for us in the halls of parliament 
and -withstood the tyranny of king 
and nation in dealing with their broth- 
ers in America. They were the flery 
tyngued orator Edmund Burke, — the 
commoners Glynn and Wilkes, the 
}unke of Richmond and the Earls of 
Chatham, Camden, and Effingham. 

.sicue olRer 1oreigners, lovers of lib- 
erty, drew swords arfd fought in our 
battles, side by side with our strug- 
gliing heroes. Georgia has honored 
herself by naming counties for Baron 
DeKalb. Count Pulaski, and General 
‘LaFayette. 

Next comes the long muster-call of 

heroes whose names are written on the 
roll of fame as having fought for the 
freedom of their country—men whose 
Mames recall Bunker Hill and Valley 
Forge, King’s Mountain and Guilfor: 
Court House, and all the grim experi- 
ences of a nation struggting for ex- 
istence. Georgia has named counties 
for Baker, Bryan, Butts. Clarke (Gen- 
eral Elijah, who fought the Tories in 
our own state), Clinch, Barly, Greene 
(eneral Nathaniel. who settled on his 
rantof land in Georgia after the war), 
asper (the brave sergeant who leaped 
over the parapet to rescue the flag at 
Fort Moultrie), Laurens, Lee (Light 
Horse Harry, father of the great gen 
eral of the civil war), Lincoln. Macon 
Marion (the swamp fox of South Caro- 
lina). Meriwether, Montgomery. Mor- 
an Newton, Putnam, Screven, Stewart, 
umter, Twiggs. Taliaferro. Warren 
(killed at the battle of Bunker Hill). 
Wayne (Mad Anthony), WhHkinson 
Paulding, White, MciIntosh—grand and 
glorious names that break upon tn 
ear like a trumpet call, inspiring to 
deeds worthy to be ranked with theirs 
The last of these names, McIntosh, wa: 
given in honor of a whole family which 
had contributed. many sons to free. 
dom's cause. 

Seven presidents of the United 
States have given names to our coun- 
ties. They are Washington, Jefferson 
Madison. Monroe, Polk, Taylor an: 
Pierce. 

The governors of Georgia have been 
@ notable line, strong men of ireh wil) 
‘believers in state's rights and uphoid- 
ers of the dignity of the common- 
wealth. More than once they have 
withstood the national government.

Houston, Irwin, Jackson (soldier and 
statesman), Jenkins (who _ saved the 
seal of the state at the cjJose of the 
civil war and kept it until military 
rule was over’and it could be returned 
to a governor legally elected by the 
people), Johnson, Lumpkin, Mitchell, 
Rabun, Schley, Stephens (giant soul in 
a frail body, whose unheeded counsels 
as vice president of the southern con- 
federacy might have prevented much 
of the bitterness that followed), Talbot, 
Telfair, Towns, Troup. Walton, For. 
syth and Tattnall. Wisely and well 
they guided the ship of state and left 
a priceless heritage of precedent to 
their successors. 

Georgia has named fourteen counties 
for statesmen of' national fame—(Cal- 
houn, Clay, - Webster—(these’ three 
made the great triumvirate whose elo- 
quence shook the land in times when 
nullification and democracy were the 
questions of the day), Bibb, Franklin, 
Brooks, Carroll, Douglas, Hancock (one 
of the first to lift his voice against 
British oppression in Massachusetts), 
Henry (the immortal orator of Vir- 
xinia), Lowndes, McDuffie, Murray and 
Randolph (quaint, eloquent, sarcastic 
John Randolph. of Roanoke). 

Of her own sons whose voices have 
thindered in the halls of congress, or 
guided her councils at home, Georgia 
has named counties for Abram Bald- 
win (who first planned the state uni- 
versity), Ben Hill, of the trumpet 
tongue (who,first dared to reply to 
northern slanders, to speak the truth 
about Andersonville, to show that we 
had not food, clothing and medicine 
for our own soldiers and that we did 
the best we could:for the unfortunate 
prisoners who fell into our hands; 
@=aiming the respect of the nation and 
the world for the.maligned Southern 
Confederacy), Berrien, Clayton, Cobb, 
Colquitt, Crawford (William H., our 
candidate for the presidency), Crisp, 
Campbell, Chariton, Dawson, Dougher- 
ty, Floyd, Haralson, Jones, Miller, 
Spalding, Turner, Walker and Ware. 

Six of our counties bear the names 
of men who spent their lives fighting 
the Indians. They are Appling, Coffee, 
Butts, Wilcox, Thomas and Dade. Of 
the first of these the story is told that, 
in recognition of his services, the state 
voted him a sword with an appropriate 
inscription. Before it was ready for 
presentation the brave young soldier 
died. As he left no heir, the sword was 
kept in the statehouse at Milledgeville 
until that memorable autumn of 1864, 
when it disappeared. Some soldier of 
Sherman’s army thus became richer 
and the state of Georgia poorer by a 
handsome sword. 

The Mexican war left us the names 
of Echols, Fannin, Quitman and Worth. 
Other brave soldiers of the state who 
have been thus honored are Glascock, 
Milton, Pickens and Pike. 

The civil: war gave us the names of 
Bartow an@ Toombs. Francis S. Bar- 
tow said: “I go to illustrate Georgia,” 
and fell on the fleld of the first battle 
of Manassas. General Robert Toombs 
escaped from Georgia on his mafe, 
Grey Alice, when every road and ferry 
was guarded by soldiers watching for 
him, made his way to England, and 
lived there until it was safe for him 
to return, remaining to the end of his 
life an “unreconstructed rebel.” 

‘Four counties, Dodge, Tift, Gordon 
and Upson, are named for captains of 
industry. The United States navy gave 
us the name of Decatur. 
Terrell are called for two beloved phy- 
siclans who made their names blessed 
in the homes of the people for the 
alleviation of pain and thé saving of 
life. In both cases the name was chosen 
for the county by the citizens, in loving 
recognition of the phy sicians’ services. 

The lost cause left with us the 
name of its one president, and we who 
are giad that it is the lost cause, that 
slavery is no longer an institution in 
our’ midst and that Georgia takes her 
tightful place in the sisterhood of 
states, nevertheless.claim the right to 
cherish our memories, to welcome 
“Dixie” with the rebel yell, to cover our 
graves with flowers on ‘the 26th of 
April, to look back through a mist of 
tears to s gehong oo 3 and Appomattox, 
and to call ene of our counties Jeft 
Davis.

STARTED BY ENGLISH PLAY 


CRUSADE 


London, August 20.—More than 5? 
years ago Charles Reade, novelist, set 
in motion the wave of public opinion 
which resulted in the reform of the 
treatment of the insane in England. A 
few days ago John Galsworthy, play- 
wright, gave the start to the great 
reform of the treatment of English 
criminals, which has just been an- 
nounced in parliament by Winston 
Churchill, the home secretary. 

There can be no doubt that it was 
Galsworthy’s great party “Justice,” 
which drew Mr. Churchill’s attention 
to some of the many evils which he 
now proposes to reform. It is known 
that he saw the play more than once 
end that he was profoundly moved by 
it, and I am told.that he has declared 
to his associates that it first made 
clear to him the terrible lot of the man 
who has the misfortune to see the in- 
side of an English prison. 

Of course the particular reform for 
which “Justice’’ is responsible is the 
modification of the terrible system. of 
solitary confinement. Heretofore every 
man or woman sentenced to a long tern. 
of imprisonment has had to undergo 
thrée months of this torture and most 
of them have emerged from it with 
minds permanently weakened. Mr. 
Churchill has decreed that in future 
no one shall suffer this form of pun- 
ishment for more than one month and. 
then only in modified form. He has 
also swept away another of the worst 
features of the English penal system, 
the ‘‘ticket of leave.”” Under this system 
when a man has served out his prison 
sentence or when he has earned com- 
mutation by good behav*»r he is re- 
leased under what is Known as a 
“ticket of leave.” This means that he 
must report at least once a week to 
the police, who must be kept informed 
of his address and that he is lable 
at any time to domicillary visits from 
them. — It also means, of course, that 


| he has a wife and children they starve, 
| or subsist on the charity of the neigh- 


the man is almost surely debarred 
from earning an honest livelihood, for 
his visits to the police and their visits 
to him cannot be concealed from _ his 
fellow workmen and if he does get 
a job he soon loses it when his em- 
ployer finds out that the man is an ex- 
convict. 

So much for the man who has com- 
mitted a serious crime, but perhaps 
it is in dealing with the boy offender 
and the trifling misdemeanant that Mr. 
Churerill most has shown his broad 
humanity. If he had done nothing else 
he would deserve to go down to fame 
as the man who reformed the fine 
system. At present a poor man who is 
fined is given no time to pay. If he 
cannot pay down the money on the nai! 
to jail he goes for a week or ten days. 
The next man fined, perhaps for an 
identical offense, pays the money and 
walks out of the court a free man, 
with no jail stigna on his character. 
If ever there was unjust discrimina- 
tion between the rich and the poor, 
it is in this police court fine system. 
Take the case of a laborer who goes 
out on Saturday night, takes a little 
too much to drink and gets in a fight. 
He is arrested and on Monday morning 
brought up before the magistrate, who 
fines him, say, $1.25, in default of which 
he must do a week in prison. The 
man has spent all his ready money 
on his spree, but he has a job to go 
to and if he were given a week’s 
time he could pay the fine. As it is 
he must pay on the spot or go to jail 
and generally he goes to jail, while if

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AMERICAN METHODS US 
BY ENGLISH DETECTIVES 


.London, August 20.—Scotland Yard 
the famous detective department of 
the London. police, has at last begun to 
adopt American methods in the detec- 
tion of crime and appropriately 
enough, a crime by an American: has 
been the impelling cause for this 
change of policy. This is the murder 
by Hawley Harvey Crippen, an Amert- 
can quack doctor, of his wife, who 
was known both in America and E.- 
rope as “Belle Elmore,” a music hall 
artist. 

The particular American feature 
which Scotland Yardg has adopted in 
connection with its search for Crippen 
is invoking the aid of the newspapers. 
Heretofore, the official attitude at 
Scotland Yard has been that the new3- 
papers had no business to know what 
it was doing, and, in fact, one of the 
strictest regulations of “the Yard” has 
been that no information should te 
given to the press. Innocent American 
newspaper men in London Nave called 
at the Yard under the misapprehen- 
sion that they would be received as 
courteously and helpfully as at police 
héadquarters in New York or Chi- 
cago, only to be met by a stony stare 
ang the announcement that it was 
“contrary to regulations to give any 
information to the press.” 

Now. however, Scotland Yard has 
come down off its high horse, and the 
high and mighty officials have actually 
appealed to the newspapers for help in 
catching Crippen. They have fur- 
nished photographs and descriptioas 
of the wanted man.and of his typis*, 
by whom he is supposed to be accom- 
panied, and they have kept the news- 
papers informed of all the clews that 
came their way. They have realized 
@t last that publicity is a valuable 
weapon in the detection of crime. 

It must be stated, however, that 
the secrecy of Scotland. Yard in the 
past has not been as inviolable as 
some of the high officials wished and 
thought it to be. A number of enter- 
prising newspapers in London have 
what is known as a “secret service 
fund.” Particulars of this fund afe 
never entered in their becoks, but a 
good deal of it goes to paying, regular 
salaries to men on the staff of Scot- 
land Yard. If this comes to the eyes 
of the officials it may @xplain to them 
how the newspapers from time to time 
obtain information of burglaries and 
other crimes long before any arrest 
has been made and before the author- 
ities desired it to become public. These 
men are usually known only to a con- 
fidential reparter on the papers which 
employ them. He meets them when 
they come off duty,

all that has been going on at the 
Yard and hands them their salary 
every week. The new policy at Scot- 
land Yard will not be welcomed by 
these men, for it will make their ser- 
vices valueless to the papers. 

The same rule of secrecy has: als? 
been enforced at. all the regular police 
stations. No reporter calling at a 
station for news of a riot or an arrest 
could obtain anything more than the 
formula quoted above, and no London 
reporter who knows his. business 
would think of calling at a police 
Instead of doing 9°? 
he goes to the policeman on the beat 
where the incident into which he ts 
inquiring happened, slips him half a 
dollar or so, and gets all the informa- 
tion he requires. If the policeman )n 
the beat doesn’t know he wfll make 
it hig business to find out who does 
know, and to put the reporter in touch 
with him. “Getting information” 1s 
the entry which the reporter puts !n 
hig expense bilis to cover such an out- 
ea and on some particular papers 
there the proprietor doesn’t like tho 
idea of corrupting officials it is en- 
tered as “cab hire.” 

Scotland Yard, by the way, has come 
in for a.good deal of criticism for le*- 
ting Crippen slip through its fingers, 
although the detectives had been in- 
vestigating the disappearance of his 
wife for more than a week before he 
disappeared. It has been stated with 
truth that the American or the French 
police would not have allowed a sus- 
pected mantoescape in this way, but 
a good deal of, this criticism is used 
on a misconception of the powers of 
the English police. It must be remem- 
bered tha: until the police searched 
the cellar of Crippen’s house, after his 
disappearance, and found portions of a 
body buried there, the case was only a 
“missing wife” case. It .!s true that 
Crippen had lied to the police and 
others, and they knew it, but under 
the English law they had no right io 
detain him or to make a search of his 
house. They were only able to. do 
this on a magistrate’s order, after it 
was clear that he had absconded.. Even 
to shadow him would have been dan- 
gerous, for it would have exposed the 
men doing it to personal suits for 
damages if he turned out to be an in- 
nocent man. All this has caused a 
lot of discussion, and there is now a 
growing demand that greater dis- 
cretionary powers be given to the 
police in dealing with cases of sus- 
pected crime. The old doctrine that an 
Englishman’s house is his castle is 
likely to be modified to permit the 
entry of the police when they have 
reason to believe something is wrong.

In Position Taken With 
King Alphonso.

Rome, July 20.—(Special.)—There is 
no intention on the part of the vatican 
to recede from the position it has 
taken in Spain. 

Cardinal Merry @el Val is firmly con- 
vinced that the great majority of the 
Spanish people stand with the church 
in the controversy. The Spanish

so informed ‘him. ‘He fs, therefore: 
convinced that the Canalejo govern- 
ment will be compelled to recede or 
ZO out of office.

Horse Cars to Go. 

New York is soon to lose another of 
her distinctions. 

The Old- Belt Line horse cars are to 
give way to auto cars, of the electric 
storage battery type. The Belt Line 
Horse Cars have been a unique fea- 
ture of New York’s internal transpor- 
tation for many years, but the pic- 
turesque must at last give way to the 
cheap. : 

While the cost of horse car operation 
is high, in fact, exceedingly high, per 
car mile as compared to receipts, and 
in another ‘way against electric opera- 
tion, when the Metrepolitan controlled 
the East and West Belt lines, as the 


This | 


South and West Street lines are known, 
it continually avoided the proposition 
to tear up the horse car tracks and 
replace them with the usual Manhat- 
tan trolley system. 

Various reasons were then advanced 
by the Metropolitan in the days when 
it was the Ryan-Whitney combination 
for refusing to convert the system 
from horse power to electricity. Chief 
among these was that the third rai! 
channel could not be made water-tight, 
and that owing to’the seepage of salt 
water through the ground, constant 
danger of short circuit would arise. At 
every unusually high tide the road 
would be temporarily put out of busi- 
ness. 

Then, in addition, said the Metropol- 
itan officials, such a line would not 
pay. While the horse cars themselves 
were anything but a paying proposi- 
tion, nevertheless, the first cost of in- 


stalling electricity would be prohibt- 
tive, even if a plan could be devised 
to keep thé electric channels free from 
water. 

Now the storage battery has solved 
the problem, and the horses must go. 


What Is Wrong With Our 
Banks? 


(Dr. A. Selwyn-Brown 
Magazine.) 

The actual reserves of gold held in 
American banks against their total 
liabilities is much iess than 20 per 
cent. Now if we iook at the statistics 
relating to banking in Kuropean coun- 
tries, we wiil fina that govud bankers 
keep the proportion of gold reserves 
to liabilities not lower than 45 per 
cent. \The Bank of England, that man- 
ages the principal gold reserves wf 


in Moody's 


} England, has kept its reserve for the 


past ten years around an avetage of 
48 per cent. The reserve has varied ‘n 
the gecade between 41.46 per cent and 
64.44 per cent. It is now 61.25 per 
cent. The reserves of the Bank of 
France and the Bank of Germany are 
much higher than those of the Bank of 
England. These figures wiil give an 
idéa of the great dearth of gold in 
the United States. Gold has been 
driven away from this country by the 
inflated paper currencies in accord- 
ance with Gresham's law. Our paper 
issues must be redeemed at a discount 
before it is possible to establish a 
healthy eurrency system. But no gov- 
ernment will face such a job. Conse- 
quently, only temporizin measur 34 
are taken to patch up bad defects.as 
they occur in existing currencies, In- 
stead of having one sound homcegene- 
ous currency, therefore, we at present 
have the following currencies: Gold 
coinage, gold certificates, silver dol- 
‘lars and subsidiary metallic coins, s:!- 
ver certificates, treasury notes, United 
States notes, national bank notes and, 
in times of stringency, clearance house 
certificates, and emergency currency 
notes. 

The panic of 1907 warned financial 
men that the country was short .f 
gold, and that the paper money in cir- 
culation .should be largely contractea. 
But oncé paper money is put into ci-- 
culation it is difficult to reeall. Insteal 
of writing down their paper issues, our 
banks, in their anxiety to quickly biuld 
up business after the panic, have neg- 
lected to strengthen their gold re- 
serves so as to properly meet the fu- 
ture contingencies.

There has recently been rendered by 
Judge Swan, of Detroit, @ decision 
completely exonerating w. F. Cohan 
ang John W. Boardman, of Jackson, 
Mich., and other former officers of the 
Southern States Portlana Cement Com- 
pany, which has plants at Rockmert, 
Ga. and other points in the south, of 
the charges preferred against them by 
H. F. Van Deventer and others in a 
bill of complaint which they filed in 
the Detroit court. 

The suit grew out of the change of 
menagement, and largely involved a 
A 
mumber of well-known Atlantans are 
interested in the company, which has 
$750,000 largely subscribed by citizens 
of northern states and of Canada. 

The officers were W. F. Cowham, of 
Jackson, Mich., president; Frank Haw- 
kine, Atlanta, vice president; A. rs 
Van Deventer, Knoxville, Tenn., secre- 
tary, and John W. Boardman, Jackson, 
Mioh,, treasurer. The latter moved to 
Atienta and took active charge of the 
company’s affairs. 

Fight for Control. 

Mr. Van Deventer, who represented 
the interests of the Georgia Slate Com- 
pany, held a large block of the com- 
mon stock of the company, and he and 
hie uncle, Thomas J. Flournoy, 
ducah, Ky., and another relative, Henry 
Burnett, an attorney, of Louisville, Ky., 
purchased some of the stock of the 
aompany. These three, it is claimed, 


wanted to get rid of the northern men, 


of Pa-. 


and by a combination with a stock 
broker of Canada they succeeded in 
getting a sufficient number of proxies 
to control the meeting: of February, 
1905. They replaced the men who had 
built up the company by men of their 
ewn choice, and the three named took 
active control. 

Burnett was made the company’s at- 
torney, and a bill of complaint was 
filed in the spring of 18905 against the 
former, management. It was brought 
before Judge Swan, of Detroit, and 
contained numerous charges of misap- 
plication of the company’s funds. This 
bill was printed and sent to all the 
stockholders of the company. It was 
followed up by statements to the 
stockholders Yfeading them to believe 
that the pevious management would be 
compelled to return to the company 
large sums which they had taken from 
it without warrant of law. — 

Van Deventer, Burnett and Flournoy 
succeeded in retaining control of the 
company. 

The termination of the suit has been 
delayed on one pretext or another for 
nearly five years; Judge Swan has re- 
cently decided it by dismissing the 
bill. At the conclusion of a lengthy 
opinion, he says in substance:

Of the 22,650 marriages reg:stered 
during last year, 16,067 were between 
Catholics, 3,427 were celebrated ac- 
cording to the rites and ceremonies of 
the Church of Ireland, 2,296 were in 
Presbyterian meeting houses, 462 in 
registered buildings belonging to vari- 
ous religious denom.nations, 398 by 
civil contract in the registrars’ offices, 
4 were according to the usages of the 
Society of Fiiends, and 6 according to 
the Jewish rites.

There is a fairly :substan- 
tial increase at Yast. in the area undar 
flax, and it is significant that though 
the acreage tn Munster is relativeiy 
large. When Belfast alone imporis 
flax to the value of about a million 
and a quarter annually, an increase, 
however small, of the area under flax 
in Ireland, must be regarded as a sa‘- 
isfactory sign of improvement, Thirty 
years ago there were 143,000 arr¢ 
under flax in Ulster alone. In Antrim, 
Derry and Down, the increase in flax 
sowing was considerable this year. 

In Armagh Caavan, Monahhan, 
Donegal, Ferranagh and -Tyrone, while 
there was a decrease in some districts 
there was an increase in others, so 
that on the whole there is a largo2r 
crop than last year in Ulster, and the 
present condition of the flax indicates 
that the. yield will be considerable. 

A disease known as black measlus 
which has broken oyt in the Tem- 
plence district of county Kerry within 
the past fortnight. has already caused 
seven deaths, and forty fresh cases 
have been revorted to the medical offi- 
cers of health. 

The disease is of a malignant and 
highly contagious character ard. a 
curicus .fact in connection with the 
outbreak is that the victims were 
young men between «the ages of 
twenty and twenty-seven.

Baxley to Send Large 
Delegation to Macon. 


Good Roads Enthusiasm Still 
High in South Georgia Not- 
withstanding the Warmth of 
the Political Situation in That 
Section.

Baxley, Ga., August 20.—(Specia!.)— 
If, Coffee, Tattnall and the other 
counties between Savannah and Val- 
dosta will take as much interest as 
Appling in the round-the-state good 
roads tour, the run will be HMkely to 
come this way. Baxley will send a 
delegation to the meeting at Macon 
to urge the claims of this route and to 
assure the other counties ef her co- 
operation. 

Frank Weldon was here yesterday 
conferring with the business men. A 
number of them went out to. Bell's 
ferry with him. In the party were 
J. A. Bell, who owns the ferry; D. D. 
Gilmore, cashier Citizens’ bank; V. H. 
McQuirie, cashier Baxley Banking 
Company; W. H. Rogers, Dr. J. H. 
Goodman, H. W. Reins and others. 

Bell's ferry is a private one, but if 
the round-the-state highway is estab- 
lished to come through here, Mr. Bell 
stated that he would make it a pub- 
lic ferry and will make a good road 
through his property. 

The county commissioners have 
clayed 8 of the 11 miles on the Pine 
Bluff road toward the ferry. There is 
some sand for a mile or so, but & Is 
not heavy and the Buicks went 
through it on high gear very easily. 

Speaking of the ferry, Mr. Weldon 
said: 

“We will have to ferry the Alta- 
maha somewhere, as there is no pub- 
lic bridge across the river anywhere. 
At Darien the ferry is 4 miles wide. 
At Bell’s it ts 5600 feet wide: We 
crossed in three minutes. There is a 
high biuff on the Appling side of the 
river at Bell’s and on the Toombs 
tounty side the swamp road is dry 
and. firm.

At the present mo- 
ment the Russian parliament hag de- 
clared for thosé who took the church 
of Obol by force from its owners and 
worshippers and turned it into a tem- 
pie of the Orthodox Greek church. This 
church was built some one hundred 
and fifty years ago by Count Suhodol- 
eki, and endowed by his family. Their 
bodies found a resting place there till 
Bishop Euvloginz, who is a Greek ec- 
clesiastic, considered that the church 
‘should belong to Greek Catholics. The 
necessary alterations were made, but 
according to the Russian orthodox rite, 
the bodies of the dead my not lie in 
the front part of the church, 
remains of the founder's family were 
taken from thelr graves in order to 
be moved to the cemetery.

The men’s 
corpses covered the steps and their 
places were taken by women and chil- 
dren. 


Flogged By Cossacks. 


Seeing that the resistance was so 
stubborn and that the soldiers, quar- 
tered on the peasants, were loathe to 
shoot down their defenseless hosts, the 
government sent orders from St. Pe- 
tersburg that the soldiers were to be 
sent away and replaced by Cossacks. 
Eyewitnesses state that many of the 
soldiers wept at leaving the peasanis, 
saying, “God bless you, and help you, 
for the Cossacks will treat you a 
thousand times worse than we have 
done.” 

The peasants, thus warned betimes, 
intrusted their slender savings to sym- 
pathizing land owners and drove their 
cattle into the forests, knowing only 
too well that the fierce Cossacks 
would loot all they could lay hands on. 
With the Cossacks came the police of-

It is di:..cult to describe these sick- 
ening times. Women and children 
died under the whip and their hus- 
bands and fathers were brought to 
witness their agony. Even the strong- 
est men fainted. Many, though, still 
refused to sign away their religious 
faith. They were thrust into prison 
to be exiled to Siberia, while their 
farms and goods were confiscated, 
even to the children’s bedding. The 
children of these exiles were torn 
away from their parents and sent to 
foundling hospitals, where they are 
being brought up in the orthodox 
faith. Many others were turned out of 
their homes in the depth of winter and 
exposed to such hardships that the 
death rate immediately went up 100 
per cent. 

Burned Seif ang Family. 

As the prisons became crammed new 
comers were kept in courtyards and 
open sheds, in spite of the frost and 
snow. One peasant, whom his prose- 
eutors deprived of all. earthiy poses- 
sions, shut himself up in his cottage, 
set fire to it and perished, with wife 
and family, as a protest against these 
terrible prosecutions. In another case 
a man suffocated himself, his wife and 
family with charcoal fumes in order 
that his infant child should not be 
baptized by the neW orthodox priest, 
who had been forced on the parish. 
Many who were not exiled were so rob- 
bed by the Cossacks, in addition to 
ill-tratment, that they had nothing but 
their bare fields left. Thus, in course 
of time, 62,000 Uniat peasants were 
“persuaded,” as official language has 
it, to join the orthodox: church. 

An Englishman who witnessed many 
of thes scenes tolq the writer that he 
Was present on the occasion of one 
of these conversions. — 

“The peasants of the whole village,” 
he said, “were driven to a barn near 
the church, stripped bare and flogged 
by the Cossacks till the military doc- 
tor said further lashing would kil! 
them. They were then forced, at the 
whip's end to enter a half-frozen river 
immersed to the waist, which was the 
Cossacks’ idea 4f baptism, and after 
this they were condusted through 
files of soldiers to the’parish church.

Discipline That - Destrops. , 
(Front Thé Pall Mall Gazette.) ‘ 


One * of. the most fooliah as well as 
the most fatal errors of discipline in 
the nursery i that expedient resorted 
to by nurses ignorant of the simplest 

‘child psycbology, knewn as letting the 
little one “cry it out.” Some.wee thing 
well under 2 years, perhaps.a little 
over a year old, wishes to da, or not to 
do something, and cries when thwart- 
‘ed. The nurse, or, sadder still, the 
mother, who poses as a “spare the rod, 
spoil the child” disciplinarian, assumes 
that the child ts destined to develop an 
obstinate disposition; and henceforth 
there is on évery occasion a battié, a 
most uneven battle, of endurance. 

The lttle mite is told quite rightly 
that he will have nothing if he cries. 
And then he is jerked up into a cot, a 
corner, or a high chair, and allowed to 
cry till he is tired. The strong willed 
or so-called stubborn, child cries louder 
and louderj-and if he is old enough he 
probably feels a kind of joyful revenge 
in ‘having. made “his‘ tormentor thor- 
oughly. »neomfortable for half an hour. 
He stops itn the end, not, , perhaps, 
without a final whipping. He is Ghas- 
tened, but not subdued. 

The highly nervous, sensitive child 
cries first for disappointment, then ‘for 
sheer fright at its own nolse. Quite 
forgetting what he first wept for, he 
goes on hysterically “crying because he 
has cried.” At length, unnerved and 
unhappy, he criés until he is exhausted, 
miserable, and thoroughly lonely. He 
stops, not because he wills to stop, but 
because he is thoroughly spent. And 
if he is shut: away in the night nurs- 
ery to cry it out he little by little gets 
his spirit broken. Ig either case’ such 
scenes are apt to become,;by reputation 
habitual, and to ruin rather tham mend 
a chila’s ways. 

A little child should nevér be ariow: 
ed to learn.that he can cry for a long 
spell. From babyhood a fit of crying 
should be discouraged by quietness and 
firmness; by a force outside itseif, the 
stronger will gradually molding the 
little embryo will, until ft learns to 
control from within, what must at first 
be controlled from without. Like the 
young plant, when he can stand alone 
the support may be withdrawn. A \y 
child shoulda be trained, not broken.

Marriages Not Recognized. 

Gouples who could afford to g0 
abroad got married in Cracow, an 
those who could not 
were married by a chance priest in dis- 
guise, or much more often, had their 
unions blessed by the village elders. 
None of these marriages were recog- 
nized by the state, which branded the 
offspring as illegitimate. 

Not long ago a great sensation was 
created in Russia’s parliament by Mr. 
KRryszkos, who produced his passport 
in the tribune and complained that he 
was therein described as a bachelor. 
though he was a married man. with 
a family. During the worst phase of 
the persecutions he had been married, 
quite legally, in Cracow. But the state 
considered that, living in the Chelm 
country he ought to have gone to an 
orthodox fpriest—and has refused to 
recognize his marriage to this day. 
Those who declined to have their chil- 
dren baptized in the orthodox churches 
were often utterly ruined by the police, 
who had orders to seize and sell off 
every article the unfortunate family 
possessed. This resulted in many cases 
of self-inflicted martyrdom. Men who 
refused to take the oath of allegiance 
to the tzar in Greek and offered to do 
so in Roman Catholic churches were 
thrown into prison. 

These peasants protested in many 
ways, but in vain they sent a petition 
to the foreign consuls serving in Po- 
land, giving a heartrending account 
of their troubles and begging for for- 
eign intervention on their behalf. Vast 
crowds determined to see the Papal 
Nuncio, Cardinal Vanutelli, when fhe 
passed through their country. The po- 
lice, hearing of their project, tried to 
stop it by putting a cordon of soldiers 
near every station the cardinal’s train 
was to stop at and thus preventing 
anybody from. getting near him. 

The Pope Had No Power. 

But the engine-driver stopped of his 
own accord a few miles from one of 
the stations and thus enabled some 
peasants to give an account of their 
woes to his eminence, who wept as 
he listened to them. The authorities 
arranged that he should return by an- 
other route, and Rome's protests were 
unable stop the persecutions. A man 
who went to Rome to plead the untats’ 
ecausé at the vatican, was thrown int«_ 
prison on his return to Russia. Fines 
equivalent to $20 were imposed on 
‘uniat -peasants who chopped wood, 
weeded their gardens or mended roofs 
on any of the 35 orthodox holdings 
of the Creek church. Dissenting rail- 
way employees and school teachers were 
dismissed from situations without a 
word of warning. Many women; mar- 
ried according to the rites of the Ro- 
man Cathoiic church, were torn from. 


Russia’s Latest Move. 

Russia’s latest move is a new act to 
be passed through the duma, by the 
request of the tzar, by which Roman 
Catholics in Chelm are to be forbid- 
den to move from e habitation to 
another. without spegial permission of 
the governor general of Kieff, they 
may not borrow mohey from the Land 
bank, which is only for the conveni- 
ence of orthodox peaple, nor may they 
inherit, buy or lend money on rea! 
estate belonging to an orthodox per- 
son. As most of these ex-uniats are 
Poles, restrictions are put upon the 
Polish language, which may not be 
used, even in infant schools. It is justi 
as though American children were 
obliged to learn their lessons and re- 
cive their religious instruction in 
Dutch. When one of:the Polish dis- 
senters goes to law he may not have 
even a copy of his legal papers in 
his own language; all must be in 
Russian and he must talk only Rus- 
sian in postoffices, stations and ail 
Public offices, even when the clerk and 
he are both Poles, born and bred.

occupy during the voyage. Dew took 
the cabin next to-Crippen at one end 
of the suite with the two wardesses 
adjoining Miss Leneve’s quarters, and 


Sergeant Mitchell bringing up the oth- 


er end of the line. 
They'll Be Kept to Cabins. 


It is understood that Crippen and 
Miss Leneve will be confined closely 
to their cabins during the voyage, ex- 
cept for.a short time each day, when 
they will be permitted to take exercise 
on the bridge. There they will be ef- 
fectually screened from observation. 

In full accord with Inspector Dew’s 
system of precaution, neither of them 
learned that he was to sail today until 
6 o'clock this morning, when both were 
awakened. 

Both prisoners seemed glad to go. 
They thanked the jailer for his kind- 
ness, and Crippen made him a present 
of one of the second-hand novels he 
had bought to read in his cell. On the 
fly-leaf he write. with a pencil:

Finding of Indian Committee 


Unanimous As to Vice Presi- 
dent and Senator—--Senator 
Gore Has a Statement In- 
serted in Official Records. 


Sulphur, Okla., August 20.—The s3- 
lect committee appointed by the house 
of representatives to investigate In- 
dian land affairs and the so-called 
McMurray contracts, and which aiso 
has been investigating the Gore brib- 
ery charges, tonight issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“The committee has heard and care- 
fully considereq all of the testimony 
submitted, and is unanimous in. the 
cpinion that there is and was no war- 


‘rant for any person to use the names 


of Vice President Sherman and Senator 
Charles Curtis, in connection with anv 
improper relation with any Indian 
contract whatever.” 

Senator Gore'’s Testimony. 


This is the opinion of the commit- 
tee after hearing scores of witnesses 
who appeared following the testimony 
of Senator T. P. Gore. Senator Go;e 
declared he had been approached by 
Jake L, Hamon, and that Hamon, act- 
ing in the interest of J. F. McMur- 
ray, had offered him (Senator Gore) 
$25,000 or $50,000 as a bribe to pro- 
in congress the contracts by 


cent attorney fees on the sale of 
$30,000,000 worth of Indian lands. : 

The. senator testified that Hamon 
had mentioned Senator Curtis and Vice 
President Sherman as being ‘“‘inter- 
ested” in the deal, Mr. Sherman being 
named as the man “higher up.” 
Hamon on the stand denied he had 
ever said anything about the contracts 
to Gore. 

The committee’s report was signed 
by Representative Charles H. Burke, 
South Dakota; C. B. Miller, Minnesota: 
E. W. Saunders, Virginia; J. S. Steph- 
ens, Texas, and Philip P. Campbell, 
Kansas. | 

In giving its decision today the com. 
mittee announced it had received from 
Senator Gore a statement relative ‘to

Neither the neme of - Viee 
President Sherman nor Senator Curtis 
was mentioned by me on the floor of 
the United States senate. That the 
name of either of these parties was al- 
luded to by Mr. Hamon was stead- 
fastly withheld from the public until 
this investigation began. : 

“No public mention of their names 
was ever made, either directly or in- 
directly, by me until I was required 
and obliged to do so, testifying as a. 
witness under oath and detailing the 
conversation which occurred between 
Mr. Hamon and myself. 

“TI then made formal protest against 
introducing their names, but the com- 
mittee in thé proper pursuit of its du- 
ties required me to make a full an- 
swer without reservation. 

“Their names were ‘disclosed not 
with any view with inculpating them, 
nor with any view of suggesting gullt, 
but merely in order that the truth and 
the whole truth might be related with 
reference to the details of the conver- 
sation on the question. The public 
must realize that the name of any man 
could be used er misused in the same 
connection, either as an argument or 
otherwise, and no public official can 
have immunity and protection against 
such an inquiry and in justice. 


Their Names Misused. 


‘In my last remarks in the senate, 
I said that ‘the integrity of no man 
can be impeached upon the testimony 
of an interested or untrustworthy wit- 
ness.” That was my conviction then; 
that is my conviction now. I am sure 
that in the court of public opinion no 
judgment or verdict has been returned 
either against the vice president or 
Senator Curtis on account of the mis- 
use of their names in the matter above 
referred to. 

“The investigation is now practical- 
ly concluded. Many witnesses have 
been examinted, a volume of evidence 
has been adduced and there is no tes- 
timony tending-to establish any im- 
proper connection on the part of either 
official with the approval of the so- 
called McMurray contracts. 

“While the public has had no rea- 
s0n to suspect any such improper con- 
nection, yet I would venture to sug- 
gest, and if I may be pardoned, would 
request that the committee at the ear- 
liest practicable moment, make an au- 
theritative. finding and statement to 
the effect that no evidence has been 
presented tending to establish any im- 
proper conduct of the part of either 
Vice President Sherman or Senator 
Curtis respecting the subject of this 
investigation.” 

Senator Gore, who has~-attended all 
of the committee’s sessions, left. today 
for, Paxton, Ill., to fill a lecture en- 
gagement. Representative KE. W. Saun- 
ders, of Virginia, a member of the 
committee, left for his home. 

Investigation Not Concluded. 

The committee announced, however, 
that the tnvestigation had not been 
concluded. McMurray will continue 
his testimony on Monday. Much of 
McMurray’s testimony today related to 
Richard C. Adams, an attorney’ of 
Weshington.

McMurray stated it to be his belief 
that President Taft and the attorney 
general were not aware that Adams 
was in McMurray’semploy. It was 
brought out’also that when McMurray 
received his $750,000 fee in the citizen- 
ship cases, a claim for $300,000 of the 
fee was made by M. A. Lee, an attor- 
ney of Topeka, Kansas, anti W. F. 
Evans, an attorney of St. Louis. 

Got No Part of Fee. 

McMurray said he had talked to both 
of these men concerning the case, but 


he had not agreed.to give them pari- 


of his fee and they received no part. 
McMurray denied he ever had made 
any loans to Representative C. W. Cre- 
ger, of Oklahoma, but admitted that 
Creager had asked for a loan. 

Before leaving, Senator Gore said: 


“The investigation is nearing com- 
pletion.

The Effect Produced by Bacteria. 


Milk is an ideal food, not only for 
human beings and some animals, but 
for the bacteria as well. Nature in-

As lIeng as the milk remains warm 
the. bacteria multiply at an enormous 
rate. Each bacterium divides into two, 
those two into four, and so on indef- 
initely. “One bacterium has peen obd- 


the progeny of one organism at’ the 
end of. twenty-four hours will be 16,- 
777,216.”’ Fortunately, 
tors interfere with this development, 
but under favorable .circumstances 
their multiplication is almost tncom- 
prehensible. 

There are different ways by which 
we may prevent: the increase of bac- 
teria. We may employ heat, cold, or 
certain chemicals. With milk we find 
that it is usually not advisable to use 
heat. “To -prevent the aiteration by 
bacteria of milk intended for the food 
of infants, the practice of sterilizing 
milk has been largély in vogue. Un- 
fortunately, during sterilization the 
milk undergoes some kind of altera- 
tion which makes it disagree with cer- 
tain infants. Furthermore, organisms 
pessessing very resistant seeds—the 
hay bacillus and the potato bacillus— 
are apt to be present in milk, and these 
are not killed by any process to which 
the milk should be. subjected for in- 
fant feeding. Least of all _does sterili- 
zation purify milk in. which bacterial 
poison has already formed.” 

Chemicals are never to be employed 
to stop the growth of bacteria in milk, 
as they are all poisonous to human be- 
ings. To use chemicals in milk’ is 
nothing more or less than a method 
of slow poisoning. 

The colder we make the milk, the 
less the. bacteria increase, until we 
reach the freezing point, when the bac- 
teriun stop growing altogether. By ac- 
tual test, we find that for all practical 
purposes a temperature below 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit will prevent the 
growth of bacteria in milk. 

Potsots in Milk. 

The greatest danger is not from the 
mere presence of.the bacteria, but 
from the poisons which they produce. 
“Fermentative changes are also caused 
by the presence of bacteria which are 
not in themselves the cause of dis- 
ease, and these changes may render 
the milk’ uffit for ¢Onsumption or evén 
poisonous. These alterations may be 
evident to the senses, as the ordinary 
lactic. acid .fermentation (souring .of 
milk), or they may not. The char-

b Old fields 
around the edges of a city are now building lots, 
ing the owners i dent and establishing 
wo basis of a fortune. Why will people negiect 
ro simple a precaution as to lay in a few cheap 
a around the edges—salted away for future 
use 


Where is the best place to buy? That ques- 
tion is mot so hard te answer. In a level prairie 
town, where ome side of the city ig as good as 
another and one neighborhood on a par with all 
others, the growth would doubtless be uniform, 
from the center out to the circumference? Not 
so im Atlanta. You cannot say that it will just 
keep on growing out into the world on all! .sides. 
There are for nearly three-fourths the circum- 
ference of -Atlanta certain natural or artificial 
barriers to growth which will effectually i{mit 
development. All out to the northwest, for in- 
Stance, the land is too rough ever to be ef serv- 
ice for residential purposes. 


The land lying east from Atlanta, and’in the 
direction of Decatur, offers an inviting field fo: 
residential growth. There is absolutely not « 
natural Objection tq this land or anything that 
would prohibit’ its development. There let the 
trader look for his opportunity, and there should 
the investor lay out some idle monéy in a tract 
to salt away. All the way between Atlanta and 
Decatur will be a continuous vision of progress 
from row on. A few years from now, in ex- 
plaining how. he made money and is able to live 
in a nice home and have an automobile, a man 
can say: ‘It is very simple. I saw what was 
going on and. invested in land between Atlanta 
and Decatur.’’ 


All out through Copenhill, Inman Park, Edge- 
wood, Druid Hilis, Kirkwood, East Lake ahd Dé 
catur signs of progress*can be -:Observed. This is, 
no doubt, the most rapidly-growing residential 
territory in the southern states. Traffic from all 
this territory to the center of the city fiows in 
GD practically one -busfness street. The strategic 
importance of Edgewood avenue.as a gateway to 
all the development going’ on eastwardiy is hard- 
ly yet recognized, We use the expression some- 
times that ‘‘Edgewood avenue is growing.’’ We 
do not refer so much to the internal growth of 
the street, the shops and stores going up, but 
to. the residential growth beyond it—that is, 
Edgewood avenue is growing in importance gnd 
in usefulness. It is decidedly growing in value. 
Travel on Edgewood avenue has increased to five 
times what it was three years ago. 


Any business street ought to have and must 
havé a big outlying territory to back it up. 
Travel from this outlying -territory passes into 
the city through the business highway. Shops 
and stotes follow along and trading centers be- 
gin to develop. Not every shop or every store 
succéeds when started, but gradually certain ones 
become firmly established and substantial growth 
follows. That is the history of every business 
street. If in the meantime thg territory out be- 
yond (reached by this streetfontinues to grow, 
let no one hesitate to invest, 


Out at the far end of Whitehall street there 
was until a few weeks ago a dead spot. No 
signs of activity were apparent, and to ali out- 
ward appearances here was as unprogressive a 
place as thére was in Atlanta. All of a sudden 
an investor jumps in, and in one week buys 
up $100,000 of property in one block, and starts 
imuprovements that will make permanent values 
for all the property out Whitehall. Wherever a 
prominent street crosses a railroad something is 
liable to happen. Some day, without any pre- 
vious notice, a big deal will be pulled off at 
Edgewood avenue and the railroad. No one 
knows what the deal 
it is sure to happen. 


There is not another important business street 
in Atlanta where lots can be bought at $1,500 
and $2,000.

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Revolution Seems to Be 
Nearing an End. 


Dispatches Say Madriz Has 
Quit Presidency and Been 
Succeeded by Jose Estrada, 
Brother of the Insurgent 
General. 


New Orleans, August 20.—That the 
revolution in Nicaragua is finally near- 
ing an end is indicated in cable reports 
received in New Orleans late today and 
tonight from Managua and other Cen- 
tral American points by not only the 
sympathizers of the revolutionists, but 
by those of Madriz and agents of com- 
mercial organizations and steamship 
lines as well. : 

Madris Noe Longer President. 

For the first time since the revolu- 
tion started, advices received by both 
sides, as well as by disinterested par- 
ties, were practically the “same. They 
are to the effect that the Madriz gov- 
ernment troops have met with serious 
reverses almost at the very gate of 
Managua, the capital city; that Gran- 
ada had been captured by General Luis 
Mena with ‘an insurgent army; that 
the inhabitants of the interior are 
flocking to the standards of the revo- 
lutionists, and that Madriz has been 
succeeded in the presidency by Jose 
Estrada, a brother of Juan Estrada, 
head of the provisional government set 
up by the insurgents. 

Whether Jose Estrada will be per- 
mitted to retain the presidency if the 
revolutonists succeed in taking Man- 
agua, appears to be a matter of doubt. 

Madris Has Filed. 

General Mena is now seid to be 
marching on Managua, and Madriz is 
reported to have fled. One of the re- 
Maedriz, however, is to the effect that 
Madriz has left Managua only to take 
ports made to the sympathizers of 
personal command of his army, but | 
fs acknowledged that Jose Estrada 
is serving as president. 

Harvey Smith, who has represented 
the Madriz government here, gave out 
a statement tonight in which he said 
that Dr. Madriz kad not been given a 
fair show, .and that had he been 
accorded the chance he deserved, he 
would have made od. Mr. Smith 
believes that the successes of the rev- 
olutionists have been largely exagger- 
ated. 

In details only these various cable 
reports differ. Some of those. received 
by the sympathizers of Madriz say 
that the capture of Granada was ac- 
complished by much looting and un- 
necessary bloodshed, insuits to wom- 
en and assault upon noncombatants. 
These reports are denied by sympa- 
thiers of the insurgents. 

Revolutionists Before 

Washington, August 20.—Estrada’s 
army suceeded yesterday in crossing 
the Tipitapa river in Nicaragua after 
‘fourteen hours’ fighting with the gov- 
ernment troops, and: is now encamped 
before Granada ready to advance upon 
the capital, Managua, less than 50 
miles away, according to cable ad- 
vices received here tonight from Blue-

from his peeve sufficient after land- 
ing to issue a warning to the Amer!i- 
can youth against the seductive evils 
of poker and the sundry games of 
chance played with cards. 

Mr. Patten is a. steward of his 
church, a supporter of the Evans, 
Ill., Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, and a financial supporter of sev- 
eral charitable institutions in his 
home town. He admits that he specu- 
lated, but as for gambling on the high 
seas— : 

“Never play cards,” said Mr. Patten, 
“That is, don’t play cards for money. 
It is an evil pastime, and ohe that 
will lead. to degradation. Men have 
had their fortunes swept away, and 
shave died in disgrace through the fas- 
cination of card playing. It seems to 
me that insufficient warning is gives 
to the youth of the land against these 
games. a

taches. He dresses in the height of 
fashion and is well known at Monte 
Carle and in certain sections of Paris, 
London and Vienna. 

In New York “Acé-in-the-Hole Har- 
ry’ could easily be mistaken at the 
Plaza or thé Waldorf as a rich broker. 
Immaculately attired, speaking Eng- 
lish and French faultlessly, and distin- 
gushed in bearing, he finds it compar- 
atively easy to mislead chance ac- 
quaintances..

In Half Hour Harmon Flew 
OverLong Island Sound, 

Landed at Greenwich, Comn., 
and Took Dinner With His 
Father-in-Law. 


Greenwich, Conn., August 20.—Clif- 
ford B. Harmon, of this place, business 
man and amateur aviator, late today 
made the first flight across Long Island 
sound in a heavier-than-air machine, 
and within a half hour of his start 
was eating dinner with his father-in- 
law, Commodore E. ¢.

for its délivery. New crop positions 
held back, owing to reports of better 
weather in Texas, but shaved the Au- 
gust strength to some extent until 
near the close, when realizing caused 
general reaction from the jop and 
last prices were barely steady, net 2 
points lower to 388 points higher, Au- 
@ust being higher and other months 
within a point or two of last night's 
finals. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of & 
points, in spite of disappointing cables 
and the talk of rains in Texas. The 
strength of August seemed to domi- 
nate the situation after the opening, 
however, and after selling first at 
15.90, that month advanced to 16.44, 
or 60 points above the closing figures 
of last night. It was estimated that
